Riots  erupt  in  Nablus 
following  two  deaths 
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FTVE  nights  and  four  days  of 
negotiations  are  scheduled  to 
end  this  morning  without  Isra- 
el and  the  Palestinians  finaliz- 
ing an  agreement  on  expand- 
ing ^ autonomy,  although  a 
deal  on  Hebron  is  apparently 
close  to  being  reached.

RIOTS  erupted  in  Nablus  for  the 
second  day  yesterday,  following 
the  shooting  deaths  of  a teenager 
and  a young  man  Wednesday  in 
dashes  with  the  EDF. 

A curfew  was  imposed  in  the 
• crater  of  town  and  most  of  Nab- 
ms  was  oedared  a dosed  military 
eyea*  Youths  threw,  stones  at 
army  patrols  during  an  IDF  un- 
dercover operation  and  masked 
youths  called  for  a commercial 
stake,  which  was  obeyed.  “We 
wffl^fight,  we  wffl  fight,”  they 
shouted.

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Soldier  overcomes 
assailant  near  Yokne’am 


AN  IDF  soldier  overcame  and 
wounded  a Palestinian  assailant 
near  Yokne'am  last  night-  Police 
and  Border  Police  units  we.re 
seeking  an  accomplice  who  sped 
away  by  car  and  fled  after  crash- 
ing into  a wall 

The  soldier,  Ofer  Vaknin,  20, 
of  Migdal  Ha’amek,  who  was 
armed  with  a Gluon  assault  rifle, 
was  hitchhiking  at  the  Tishbi 
junction,  about  one  kilometer 
north  of  Yokne’am.  At  approxi- 
mately 7 p.m.  a car  stopped  and  a 
man  armed  with  a pistol  and  a 
knife  emerged  from  the  passe  n- 
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and  Mm 

geris  side  of  the  vehicle. 

In  his  initial  debriefmg,  the 
soldier  said  that  he  immediately 
realized  the  man.  had  hostile  in- 
tentions, and  tried  to  subdue 

him. 

In  the  struggle  that  ensued, 
the  soldier  suffered  a light  stab 
wound  in  the  head,  but  managed 
to  take  away  the  assailant’s  pis- 
tol and  shoot  and  wound  him  in 
the  leg.  The  assailant  was  taken 
to  Haifa]s  Rambatn  Hospital, 


where  he  underwent  surgery. 

The  car  then  sped  away  and 
Clashed  into  a wall  near  Ramat 
Yishai.  The  car  overturned  but 
the  driver  escaped. 

Identification  documents 
were  found  in  the  car  and  police 
said  last  night  that  the  man  and 
his  accomplice  are  from  Jenin, 
and  their  identities  are  known. 
Several  roads  in  the  Yokne’am 
area  were  closed  last  night  by 
police. 

Tie  army  is  treating  it  as  a 
foiled  attempt  to  kidnap  the 
soldier. 


Hijacker  of  Iranian  plane 
remanded  by  Eilat  court 


KEZAH  Jabari,  the  hijacker  of 
the  Iranian  Kish  Air  jet,  was  re- 
manded yesterday  in  Eilat  Magis- 
trate's Court  for  15  days  on 
charges  of  hijacking  a place,  kid- 
napping, illegal  entry  into  Israel 
and  illegal  possession  of  a 
firearm. 

Rizah  is  expected  to  be  handed 
over  fo  the  International  Red 
Crass  by  early  October.  His  re- 
quest for  political  asylum  in  Israel 
will  be  denied. 

Jabari  told  the  court  he  was 
“mentally  suffering  a lot  in  Iran” 
and  repeated  his  request  for  po- 
litical asylum.  Judge  Sblomo  Bar- 
Eli  ruled  be  could  be  held  for  up 
to  15  days  while  authorities  inves- 
tigate the  charges. 

During  the  hearing,  Jabari  told 
the  judge  he  “never  had  any  in- 
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and  news  agencies 

tendon  of  harming  anyone.” 

Contradicting  early  reports 
that  he  had  work-related  prob- 
lems with  his  employers  at  Kish 
Air,  Jabari  said  he  wanted  to  in- 
form “world  opinion  and  Iranian 
opinion  of  my  actions,”  but  po- 
licemen prevented  him  from 
making  a statement  to  the  press 
outside  the  courtroom . 

In  Iran,  meanwhile,  the  pilot  of 
the  hijacked  plane  said  Jabari 
asked  to  fly  to  Israel  immediately 
after  he  hijacked  the  plane. 

“He  immediately  asked  to  go 
to  Israel,  which  was  strange  to 
me,  because  he  did  not  demand 
we  land  anywhere  else,”  Capt. 
Kiumaxz  Mofkbami,  told  state- 


run  Teheran  Radio  late  Wednes- 
day night . when  the  plane  re- 
turned to  (he  Iranian  capital.  Pas- 
sengers told  a news  conference  at 
Teheran  airport  that  they  were 
treated  fairly  well,  although 
sleeping  accommodations  were 
bad. 

Iran’s  vice  president,  Hassan 
Habibi,  said  yesterday  that  “Iran 
would  have  dealt  seriously  with 
the  matter”  if  Israel  had  refused 
to  free  the  plane  or  had  delayed 
its  return. 

Mofkhami  told  the  Islamic

Greek  priest  confesses 
to  nun’s  murder

A GREEK  Orthodox  clergy- 
man's apparent  quest  for  power 
and  money  ended  hr  tragedy  late 
Wednesday  night  with  the  mur- 
der of  a young  Romanian  nun. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  resi- 
dents of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Pa- 
triarchate in  the  Old  City  of  Jeru- 
salem saw  smoke  coming  out  of 
the  apartment  of  Greek  Ortho- 
dox Patriarch  Diodoros  I.  When 
firemen  arrived,  they  found  the 
apartment  in  shambles;  they  also 
found  the  body  of  Gabriella 
Zarka,  26,  whom  they  assumed 
bad  been  a victim  of  the  fire. 

Within  a short  time.  Religious 
Affairs  Minister  Shimon  Shetreet 
sent . the  patriarch  a sympathy 
message  and  assured  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church  that  the  au- 
thorities would  do  their  utmost  to 
find  the  culprits  and  increase  se- 
curity in  and  around  the  Christian 
holy  places. 

However,  the  investigation 
took  a new  turn  after  an  examina- 
tion of  the  body  indicated  that 
Zarka  had  been  bludgeoned  to 
death.  Another  non  told  the  po- 
lice she  bad  heard  a man’s  voice

in  the  apartment. 

Jerusalem  police  spokesman 
Shmuel  Ben-Ruby  said  yesterday 
that  the  police  narrowed  the  sus- 
pects down  to  one:  Archimandrite 
Sinasios  Papagorio,  32,  from 
Greece.  It  took  several  hours  of 
questioning  before  the  priest  ad- 
mitted to  committing  the  murder. 

Metropolitan  Timothy,  secre- 
tary of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Patri- 
archate, described  the  murder  as 
“bonifying  and  unprecedented." 

“No  one  could  expect  that  a 
priest  committed  to  the  service  of 
God  and  the  people  to  commit 
such  a crime,"  be  said. 

Timothy  said  the  crime  was 
evea  more  appalling  because,  ac- 
cording to  police,  the  perpetrator 
had  planned  the  attack.  Prior  to 
last  night,  be  added,  the  suspect 
had  behaved  like  a pious  person. 

He  said  that  according  to 
church  law,  the  suspect  had  by  his 
action  stripped  himself  of  any 
privilege  of  clergy.  He  added  that 
the  church  synod  would  undoubt- 
edly soon  meet  to  defrock  and 


excommunicate  him. 

Ben-Ruby  added  that  Papa- 
gorio, who  lives  in  Beit  Sahur, 
had  been  angry  with  the  patri- 
arch. “It  was  a matter  of  status 
and  money,”  Ben-Ruby  said. 

He  said  Papagorio  had  appar- 
ently told  Zarka  of  his  intention 
to  meek  the  patriarch’s  dwelling, 
and  that  he  killed  her  after  she 
threatened  to  report  his  actions. 
There  was  definitely  no  other  link 
between  the  two,  Ben-Ruby  said. 

Yesterday  morning,  priests  in 
the  Patriarchate  were  in  a state  of 
shock.  Several  of  them  sat  silent- 
ly at  the  entrance  to  the  gutted 
patriarch's  apartment. 

Uri  Mot,  director  of  the  Reli- 
gious Affairs  Ministry's  depart- 
ment for  Christian  communities, 
said  that  the  speed  with  which  the 
police  solved  the  murder  indi- 
cates the  importance  the  govern- 
ment places  on  protection  of  the 
Christian  churches.  He  added, 
however,  that  additional  steps 
would  have  to  be  taken  both  by 
the  authorities  and  by  the 
churches  themselves  to  improve 
their  security.

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Study:  Israelis  begin 


smoking  at  age  12 


ISRAELI  children  most  com- 
monly begin  smoking  at  age  12,  a 
team  of  Jerusalem  researchers 
who  surveyed  two  schools  in  the 
capita]  have  found. 

Dr.  Ertan  Kerem,  a pediatric 
pulmonologist  at  Shaare  Zedek 
Hospital,  led  a team  that  distrib- 
uted in  classrooms  anonymous 
questionnaires  on  personal  and 
family  smoking  habits  among  847 
pupQs  in  grades  six  to  11.  Of 
those  queried,  35%  admitted 
they  had  smoked  at  least  once 
and  14%  were  currently  smoking. 
The  first  cigarette  was  typically 
supplied  by  a "friend”  but  24% 
took  it  from  their  parents  without 
permission  and  12%  were  actual- 
ly given  cigarettes  by  their  par- 
ents. 

The  researchers  found  that  ex- 
plaining to  youngsters  the  many 
health  dangers  of  smoking  is  not 
very  effective,  as  both  smokers 
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and  non-smokers  were  well  in- 
formed about  them.  Kerem  said 
the  Camel  cigarettes  advertising 
campaign  was  most  effective 
among  12-  and  13-  year-olds,  as  it 
used  a cartoon  character,  Joe 
CameL 

Having  a sibling  or  friend  who 
smoked  made  youngsters  more 
much  likely  to  smoke  themselves. 
Many  teenagers  smoke  at  parties 
or  at  home,  and  less  so  during 
school  recess;  but  60%  smoke 
elsewhere  (in  the  street  or 
friends'  homes).  Most  kids  say 
they  smoked  to  try  something 
new  or  because  they  saw  others 
smoke.  Thirty-five  percent  said 
they  lit  up  out  of  rebellion,  be- 
cause it  was  “forbidden,”  and  re- 
garded fellow  smokers  as  “dar- 
ing, mature  or  smart.”  However, 
non-smoking  teenagers  had  nega- 


tive views  of  smokers. 

The  Shaare  Zedek  researchers 
called  for  smoking-prevention 
programs  to  begin  before  7th 
grade,  preferably  from  the  begin- 
ning of  elementary  school.  Edu- 
cational campaigns  should  link 
smoking  with  negative  images, 
and  parents  should  be  made 
aware  of  the  risks  of  presenting 
children  with  a cigarette,  even  as 
a lark. 

Meanwhile,  the  Public  Lobby 
for  the  Prevention  of  Smoking 
yesterday  congratulated  the  Fi- 
nance Ministry  on  raising  the  cost 
of  cigarettes  by  16%. 

They  noted  that  in  addition  to 
increasing  tax  money,  higher  tax- 
es on  tobacco  could  cut  the  num- 
ber of  smokers  by  an  additional 
10  percent  and  decrease  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  by  500  - the  number 
of  people  who  die  in  toad  acci- 
dents each  year.

Does  the  Health  Ministry  care  about  what  we  eat? 


NEWS  IN  BRIEF 


HEALTH  Minister  Ephraim 
Sneb  personally  contributed  to 
the  steady  erosion  of  public  confi- 
dence in  his  ministry's  ability  to 
protect  their  health  by  making 
incorrect  and  misleading  state- 
ments on  Wednesday. 

Such,  a physician,  persistently 
declared  at  a press  conference 
and  in  an  official  press  release 
that  the  sulfa  drugs  ministry  staff- 
ers had  discovered  in  some  sam- 
ples of  poultry  were 
“antibiotics.” 

Perhaps  he  had  skipped  a few 
pharmacology  classes  in  medical 
school  Textbooks  clearly  differ- 
entiate between  the  two.  The  sul- 
fa drugs  used  to  kill  bacteria  and 
prevent  infections  in  chicken  and 
turkey  are  chemical  agents  that 
date  back  to  the  1930s,  when  they 
were  discovered  by  the  German- 
Jewish  scientist  Dr.  Paul  Ehrlich. 
The  earliest  sulfas  were  derived 
from  a dark-red  industrial  dye 
called  prontosil,  which  in  the 
body  turns  into  sulphanilamide, 
which  kills  bacteria. 


Improved  sulfa  drugs,  called 
sulfonamides,  have  been  used  for 
decades  and  are  injected  into  the 
necks  and  breasts  of  chickens  and 
turkeys.  The  high  concentrations 
suddenly  discovered  by  the  minis- 
try were  due  to  their  premature 
slaughter,  before  the  chemicals 
were  eliminated  from  their  bod-

Antibiotics,  as  their  name  im- 
plies, are  derived  from  living  ma- 
terial such  as  molds  and  yeasts. 
They  were  developed  by  Prof. 
Ernest  B.  Chain,  also  a German 
Jew  and  a founder  of  the  Hebrew 
University,  and  Prof.  Alexander 
Fleming,  who  received  most  of 
the  credit.  Sulfa  drugs  are  much 
cheaper  than  antibiotics  and  their 
overuse  is  less  likely  to  cause  bac- 
teria to  develop  resistance. 

When  Sneh  used  the  term 
"antibiotics'’  to  describe  sulfa 
drugs,  he  was  not  just  being  inac- 
curate. Since  overly  high  concen- 
trations of  sulfa  drugs  can  canse 
serious  reactions  in  people  aller- 
gic to  them,  and  to  those  (espe- 


cially Yemenites)  with  a genetic 
defect  that  makes  their  liver  un- 
able to  handle  them,  such  poultry 
should  be  avoided  by  these  peo- 
ple. 


But  people  can  be  allergic  to 
sulfa  without  suffering  any  ill  ef- 
fects from  antibiotics,  and  vice 
versa;  those  who  react  badly  to 
penicillin  are  rarely  allergic  to 
sulfa  drugs. 


This  reporter  told  ministry 
spokeswoman  Yifat  Ben-Hai  of 
the  error  and  provided  the  phone 
number  of  a Dr.  Zvi  Fenton,  until 
1987  the  ministry  pharmacologist 
in  charge  of  drug  registration. 
She  did  not  call  him;  the  misinfor- 
mation was  not  corrected;  and 
the  media  - except  The  Jerusalem 
Post  - stressed  “antibiotics"  were 
to  blame.  Hie  spokeswoman  said 


Sneh  insists  sulfa  drags  are  “anti- 
biotics.” 

People  who  depend  on  Sneb’s 
careless  inaccuracy  and  misinfor- 
mation could  needlessly  conclude 
that  they  must  avoid  eating  any 
poultry.  Fenton  said  that  thd  min- 
istry was  “giving  information  in 
simplistic  laymen's  terms,  not  ad- 
equate for  an  educated  public.” 

But  what  is  more  disturbing  is 
the  trend  - increasingly  apparent 
in  the  past  few  weeks  - that  the 
ministry  is  a follower  and  not  a 
leader  when  it  comes  to  protect- 
ing public  health. 

It  was  a Ma'ariv  investigative 
reporter  who  discovered  that 
Tnuva  had  been  adding  an  illegal 
silicone  compound  to  its  long-life 
milk  for  18  months,  and  ministry 
inspectors  hadn't  noticed.  The 
ministry  failed  to  deter  Tnuva 
from  storing  74,000  unstamped 
eggs  at  high  temperatures  and 


only  discovered  them  in  a routine 
check.  How  many  more  have 
they  missed? 


The  ministry  hurriedly  issued  a 
frightening,  confusing  advisory 
urging  people  not  to  boil  water  in 
electric  kettles  after  it  went 
through  a home  filtering  device. 
It  did  so,  without  explaining  how 
this  happens  or  saying  which  fil- 
ters were  risky,  the  same  day  that 
the  Histadrat’s  Consumer  Protec- 
tion Agency  revealed  foe  prob- 
lem. The  agency  claimed  it  had 
informed  the  ministry  about  it 
four  months  ago,  but  that  nothing 
had  been  done.''

Nazi  memorabilia  auction  planned  again 


YAD  Vashem  yesterday  called  for  a boycott  of  the 
Zodiac  Stamps  Co.,  which  is  planning  to  hold  a 
public  auction  of  Nazi  memorabilia.  This  would 
break  a previous  agreement  with  Zodiak  owner 
Menashe  Marizak  that  such  sales  would  not  take 
place,  and  the  items  would  be  donated  to  Yad 
Vashem. 

The  catalog  for  Zodiak ’s  October  auction  con- 
tains items  owned  by  Nazis  or  their  supporters,  such 
as  SS  death's  brad  badges  and  photographs  of  Adolf 
Hitler. 

In  the  past.  Marizak  had  offered  for  auction  soap 


reportedly  made  from  the  fat  of  Jews,  but  canceled 
that  sale  due  to  the  adverse  pubEdty. 

“This  awful  commerce  in  Holocaust  memorabilia 
is  a crime,  without  feeling  or  humanity,”  Yad  Va- 
shem chairman  Avner  Sbalev  said  in  a letter  to 
Marizak. 

Museum  sources  said  Yad  Vashem  is  considering 
taking  legal  action  to  stop  the  auction. 

Knesset  Speaker  Shevah  Weiss  said  he  is  investi- 
gating whether  such  an  auction  would  violate  the 
Basic  Law:  Human  Dignity  and  Freedom.  Itim

Horses  killed  in  Jaffa  stable  fire 

A large  fire  broke  out  yesterday  afternoon  in  a warehouse 
used  as  a stable  on  Sderot  Yerusbalayim  in  Jaffa,  near  Bat 
Yam. 

A loud  explosion  was  heard  during  firefighting  efforts,  and 
an  investigation  revealed  a 48-liter  gas  tank  bad  exploded.  A 
local  resident  and  a fireman  were  hurt  by  the  blast,  and  were 
taken  to  toe  hospital  suffering  from  shock  and  smoke 
inhalation. 

At  least  four  horses  were  burned  to  death.  The  stable  - 
made  of  wood  and  other  flammable  materials  - and  a large 
amount  of  hay  were  destroyed .

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Weizman  as  vox  populi 


IT  is  not  at  all  surprising  that  President  Ezer 
Weizman’s  public  criticisms  of  the  Oslo  2 
negotiations  annoy  the  government  The 
reason  is  not  that  the  ministers  believe  the 
president,  whose  office  is  mostly  ceremonial, 
should  refrain  from  expressing  opinions  on  the 
peace  process.  When  Weizman  enthusiastically 
supported  it,  no  one  in  government  protested. 

Nor  is  the  government  upset  merely  because 
the  president  has  reservations  about  the  direc- 
tion the  negotiations  have  taken.  The  political 
clont  of  the  president's  utterances  is  usually 
limited. 

The  irritation  with  Weizman  derives  mostly 
from  the  obvious  fact  that  he  is  expressing  die 
fears,  doubts  and  suspicions  of  a vast  majority 
of  the  public.  That  he  is  an  avowed  dove  un- 
doubtedly serves  to  draw  more  attention  to  his 
frequent  salvos.  But  he  is  more  a reflection  of 
the  public's  unease  than  its  initiator. 

The  extent  of  this  unease  can  be  discerned  in 
opinion  polls.  These  may  not  be  completely 
accurate,  but  when  they  show  an  overwhelming 
majority  for  a viewpoint,  they  cannot  be  ig- 
nored, particularly  when  the  polling  organiza- 
tion is  reputable. 

A Gallup  poll  conducted  for  Independent 
Review  and  Analysis  (IMRA)  found  that  only 
19.7  percent  of  Jewish  Israelis  agree  with  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin’s  position  that  it  is  not 
necessary  to  bring  the  Oslo  2 agreement  to  the 
Knesset  before  signing  it  A whopping  majority 
of  633%  say  that  the  Knesset  must  approve  the 
agreement  before  it  is  signed. 

An  even  more  telling  result  was  reported  by 
the  polling  organization  Mutagim.  It  found  that 
73%  of  the  Jewish  population  in  the  country 
believes  there  should  be  a referendum  before 
Stage  2 of  the  Oslo  agreement  is  implemented. 
Even  more  astonishing:  52%  of  Jewish  Israelis 
believe  democracy  will  be  threatened  if  Oslo  2 


is  implemented  without  first  being  submitted  to 
a referendum. 


A few  months  ago,  Rabin  told  a visiting 
statesman  that  when  the  Oslo  agreement  was 
first  signed,  two-thirds  of  the  people  supported 
it  Now,  he  said,  only  a third  does.  If  anything, 
the  numbers  have  dwindled  since  he  made  this 
remark,  though  it  is  probably  true  that  half  foe 
population  still  wants  to  continue  talks  with  foe 
PLQ. 

This  disenchantment  is  only  partly  due  to  the 
rise  in  terror  casualties.  Had  Arafat  inspired 
Israeli  confidence,  foe  standard  explanation  - 
that  only  his  enemies  are  terrorists  - would  have 
been  accepted.  But  Arafat  has  not  only  given 
shelter  to  wanted  terrorists,  he  has  made  it 
abundantly  clear  that  he  has  no  intention  of 
keeping  the  agreement 

Only  two  days  ago,  in  an  interview  foe  press 
has  totally  ignored,  Arafat  told  Mohammed 
Abdul  Walid  of  the  A1  Ahram  News  Agency 
that  the  Oslo  agreement  follows  the  blueprint  of 
foe  1974  PLO  plan  of  phases.  The  plan,  as  every 
Arab  knows,  envisions  the  destruction  of  Israel 
after  foe  establishment  of  Palestinian  sovereign- 
ty in  whatever  areas  can  be  acquired  from  Israel 
through  negotiations. 

Democratic  governments  are  elected  to  lead, 
and  they  have  no  legal  obligation  to  heed  either 
a ceremonial  president  or  public  opinion  polls. 
But  democracies  also  know  that  governments 
cannot  defy  foe  public’s  wishes  for  long.  Wash- 
ington could  not  ignore  foe  popular  opposition 
to  Vietnam,  nor  could  foe  Likud  government 
dismiss  popular  resentment  at  the  Lebanon 
War.  Unlike  foe  peace  treaties  with  Egypt  and 
Jordan,  foe  agreement  with  foe  PLO  has  no 
national  consensus.  This  is  why  it  behooves  foe 
government  to  heed  Weizman  and  the  polls,  and 
get  national  approval  before  it  takes  foe  fateful 
next  step. 


Serious  reservations 


Congressional  hearings  held  in  Washing- 
ton on  Wednesday  before  foe  House  For- 
eign Affairs  Committee  brought  to  foe 
fore  the  many  reservations  Americans  of  differ- 
ent political  persuasions  have  regarding  contin- 
ued aid  to  foe  PLO.  Rand  Fishbein,  a former 
aide  to  one  of  Israel’s  most  outstanding  friends 
Senator  Daniel  Inouye,  testified  on  behalf  of  foe 
Center  for  Security  Policy. 

Following  are  some  of  his  remarks,  which 
reflect  foe  and  of  doubts  both  Americans  and 
Israelis  have  about  foe  agreement  with  Arafat 
* ‘In  the  past,  many  of  you  would  have  paid  a 
king’s  ransom  to  put  Arafat  on  trial.  Now  you 
are  prepared  to  pay  a king’s  ransom  to  keep  him 
from  trial.  Today,  foe  world  has  been  turned  on 
its  head  to  foe  {Joint  where  even  asking  funda- 
mental questions  about  PLO  compliance  are 
taboo... 

“History  will  only  judge  our  collective  si- 
lence as  acquiescence  to  foe  tyranny  of  a pro- 
cess that  we  all  hoped  would  bring  us  peace.  JT 
the  US  is  to  maintain  its  credibility  in  fighting 
terrorism  world-wide,  it  can  not  be  seen  to 
reward  individuals  who  have  American  blood 
on  their  hands.  Despite  its  alluring  rhetoric,  foe 
PLO  has  proved  with  its  deeds  over  foe  last  24 
months  that  they  are  unrefonped  terrorists  and 
continue  to  be  a menace  to  civil  society.  Arafat 
himself  continues  to  praise  the  suicide  bombers 


of  Islamic  Jihad  as  “martyrs,”  and  celebrates 
foe  spiritual  leader  of  Hamas,  Sheikh  Yassin,  as 
a “prince.” 

“Everywhere  we  turn  today  the  US  is  de- 
manding that  rogue  states  and  peoples  comply 
with  their  international  commitments.  In  Iraq, 
we  insist  that  Saddam  Hussein  comply  with  UN 
resolutions.  In  Bosnia,  we  urge  foe  Bosnian 
Serbs  to  heed  Security  Council  decisions.  In 
North  Korea  we  require  compliance  with  LAEA 
rules  and  regulations. 

“Only  with  foe  PLO  do  we  suspend  our 
judgment,  retreat  from  a moral  posture,  and 
shrink  from  that  honorable  determination  that  in 
years  past  has  brought  respect  to  America.” 

There  were  other  testimonies,  both  for  and 
against  continued  aid  to  foe  PLO.  But  it  should 
be  noted  that  there  would  have  been  no  debate 
at  all,  nor  foe  slightest  chance  of  American  aid 
to  foe  Palestinian  Authority,  had  Israel  not  made 
financial  support  for  foe  PLO  its  own  cause 
celebre. 

Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres’s  dream  of  a 
regional  Marshall  Plan,  emulating  foe  massive 
aid  the  US  gave  former  enemies  in  Europe  after 
World  War  n,  has  led  the  government  to  believe 
that  reconstruction  and  employment  will  elimi- 
nate Palestinian  enmity.  What  he  does  not  seem 
to  remember  is  that  post-war  Germany  had  to 
become  a democracy  first

CHERNOBYL  DEATHS 


Sir,  - In  her  report  of  September 
7,  Rachel  Neman  quotes  Israel 
Electric  Corporation  General  Man- 
ager Rafi  Peled  as  saying  that  “The 
Chernobyl  disaster  caused  the  death 
of  600,000  people." 

Regardless  of  whether  Mr.  Peled 
was  quoted  correctly  or  not,  allow 
me  to  lake  exception  to  that  extraor- 
dinary number,  oat  of  all  proportion 
even  compared  to  the  most  pessi- 
mistic evaluations  performed  by  ra- 
diation protection  agencies  in  die 
West 

The  facts  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  number  of  fatalities  defi- 
nitely caused  by  radiation  is  26,  all 
of  them  station-workers  and  firemen 
present  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  to 
which  to  more  thyroid-cancer  fatali- 
ties, probably  caused  by  Chernobyl 
radiation,  should  be  added. 

1 The  number  of  ARS  cases 
(Acute  Radiation  Syndrome)  is  145, 
all  of  them  present  at  the  site  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  aR  of  them 
recovered  after  treatment.  ARS  is 
diagnosed  when  an  individual  re- 
ceives a radiation  dose  of  more  than 
100  Rem  at  one  time.  For  compari- 
son, 5 Rem  is  the  maximum  annual 
dose  allowed  to  nuclear  workers, 
according  to  internationally  accept- 
ed agreements. 

3.  There  were  no  cases  of  ARS 
outside  the  station  site. 

4.  As  fafas  the  number  of  latent 
cancer  effects  that  may  occur  in  life- 
time among  the  population  exposed 
to  low-level  radiation  (that  is  less 
than  ARS)  within  70  years  after  the 
accident,  the  evaluations  vary  be- 


tween 5,000  and  25,000  (evalua- 
tions based  on  comprehensive  statis- 
tical researches  performed  among 
radiation  victims,  primarily  survi- 
vors of  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki). 

Due  to  the  huge  number  of  “con- 
ventional" cancer  cases  (not  acci- 
dent-related) expected  among  the 
same  population  during  the  same 
time-span  - between  40  and  70  mil- 
lion - it  will  be  .practically  impossi- 
ble to  identify  Chernobyl  victims 
with  certainty. 

Accordingly,  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  with  certainty  the  number 
of  eventual  Chernobyl  victims; 
however,  it  is  possible  to  determine 
that  their  number  wDJ  be  at  most 
tens  of  times  less  than  600,000. 

5.  About  600,000  workers  (later 
called  “liquidators")  participated  in 
emergency  work  at  the  site  after  the 
accident  in  order  to  mitigate  its  con- 
sequences. The  “liquidators"  re- 
ceived radiation  doses  of  up  to  25 
Rem,  some  possibly  even  more  (25 
Rem  is  foe  internationally  accepted 
dose  allowed  to  nuclear  workers 
only  for  emergency  rescue  opera- 
tions). The  liquidators  are  now  scat- 
tered all  over  the  former  Soviet 
Union  and  tracking  them  seems  to 
be  extremely  difficult 

There  were  reports  of  some  thou- 
sands of  deaths  among  the  liquida- 
tors; however  it  is  difficult  to  evalu- 
ate them,  mainly  because  for  a 
population  of  600,000  in  a period  of 
nine  years,  therens  an  expectation  of 
tens  of  thousands  of  deaths  from 
“normal”  (not  accident-related) 
causes. 


6.  In  certain  circles  in  the  former 
Soviet  Union  there  is  a vested  inter- 
est in  inflating  foe  assessed  number 
of  victims,  as  a lever  for  financial 
help  from  Western  countries.  On  foe 
individual  level  there  is  an  interest 
in  presenting  any  disease  as  Cherno- 
byl related  in  order  to  demand  gov- 
ernment compensation.

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Daunting  challenge  of  ‘return’ 


EARLIER  this  month,  as  Is- 
raeli and  Palestinian  nego- 
tiators struggled  to  work 
out  an  interim  agreement,  Libyan 
leader  Mu’ammar  Gaddafi  kicked 
over  a rock  and  exposed  an  issue 
which,  the  negotiators  have  studi- 
ously avoided,  but  which  casts  a 
long  shadow  over  the  viability  of 
any  Israeli-Palestinian  agreement 
foe  sratng  of  Palestinians  outride 
the  boundaries  of  Mandatory  Pal- 
estine. 

Gaddafi  decided  to  embarrass 
Yasser  Arafat  by  announcing  the 
deportation  of  Palestinians  from 
Libya,  and  urging  other.  Arab 
countries  to  do  likewise. 

Those  who  were  actually  forced 
to  leave  numbered  only  a few  doz- 
en; since  they  had  nowhere  else  to 
go,  they  were  left  stranded  on  the 
Libyan-Egyptian  or  Egyptian-ls- 
raeli  border,  and  the  Arab  League 
has  reportedly  intervened.  Bnt 
whatever  the  disposition  of  these 
individual  cases,  the  incident  high- 
lights a major  problem,  one  for 
which  there  is  no  ideal  solution. 

Diaspora  Palestinians  provided 
the  original  base  of  support  for  foe 
PLO,  but  have  been  largely  by- 
passed by  foe  current  process. 
True,  there  are  multilateral  discus- 
sions which  may  eventually  permit 
the  resettlement  of  some  of  those 
“displaced"  from  die  West  Hanlc 
and  Gaza  by  the  1967  war.  And 
foe  fate  of  the  1948  refugees  is 
reserved  as  an  agenda  item  for 
permanent-status  negotiations. 

But  foe  refugees  themselves  in- 
tuitively understood  that  the  Dec- 
laration of  Principles,  with  its  joint 
commitment  to  an  eventual  peace 
agreement,  was  the  symbolic 
death-warrant  of  their  own  “right 
of  return”  to  pre>1967  Israel. 
However  unrealistic  the  “return" 
had  become,  it  was  a long-cher- 
ished hope  which  virtually  defined 
their  personal  identity  in  the  con- 
flict This  explains  the  contrasting 
reactions  to  foe  signing  of  the  Oslo 
Agreement:  initial  enthusiasm  in 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza,  indiffer- 
ence or  hostility  among  most  Pal- 
estinians elsewhere. 

In  fact  the  peace  process  not 
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only  ends  the  dream  of  return;  it 
threatens  to  make  foe  personal  po- 
sition of  Diaspora  Palestinians 
even  more  precarious,  as  QntMafi 
has  just  demonstrated. 


ARAB  SOLIDARITY  with  foe 
Palestinian  cause  does  not  always 
translate  into  sympathy  for  Pales- 
tinians. In  many  Arab  countries, 
foe  attitude  parallels  foe  tradition- 
al feelings  of  skied  Jews  toward  the 
Czar.  Ifs  “May  God  bless  and 
keep  foe  Palestinians...  for  away 
from  us." 

Among  Lebanese,  for  example, 
support  for  Palestinians  rights  in 
their  own  homeland  has  been  a 
politically  correct  pretext  to  op- 


warnwnt ^"piflin  about  feeling 
marginalized  or  being  forced  to  de- 
dare  their  loyalties. 

There  is  nothing  new  about  the 
tenuous  nature  of  relations  be- 
tween Diaspora  Palestinians  and 
their  host  countries.  But  as  long  as 
foe  Palestinians  had  no  place  of 
their  own  to  which  they  amid  go  - 
or  be  sent  — this  tension  had  to  be 
managed  rattier  than  “solved.”  A 
peace  agreement  that  creates  a 
Palestinian  state  might  change  all 
tins. 

Mass  voluntary  migration  to  a 
Palestinian  state  is  not  very  likely; 
many.  Diaspora  Palestinians,  espe- 
cially those  in  Lebanon,  have  no 
personal  links  to  foe  West  Bank

pose  Palestinian  “implantation”  in 
Lebanon  and  deny  almost  half  a 
million  Palestinians  permanent 
residency  rights' and  work  permits 
in  the  country  in  which  most  of 
them  were  bom.  In  feet,  Lebanon 
has  recently  tightened  up  re-entry 
requirements  for  Lebanese  Pales- 
tinians outside  the  country,  oblig- 


ing'them  to -apply  far  new- visas.'1 
• -in  the  Golf  states,  TtalesnSahs 


found  ecorrognc'oppottnmtift^teki 
were  tolerated  and  sometimes  wel- 


comed for  decades,  as  king  as  their 
skills  and  expertise  were  needed, 
but  four  legal  status -was  never 
entrenched. 

Because  of  the  PLO’s  support 
far  Iraq,  several  hundred  thousand 
were  forced  to  leave  Kuwait,  and 
those  who  remain,  there  and  else- 
where, can  never  be  really  confi- 
dent about  their  long-term  pros- 
pects. 

Even  in  Jordan,  where  Palestin- 
ians are  more  thoroughly  integrat- 
ed than  anywhere  else  in  the  Arab 
world,  the  delicate  fabric  of  coexis- 
tence is  beginning  to  strain  as  Pal- 


and  ffrra,  and  even  those  who  do 
will  not  necessarily  be  dazzled  by 
foe  opportunities  awaiting  them 
there.  The  more  probable  scenario 
involves  the  large-scale  movement 
of  distressed  populations. 

While  all  Arab  governments 
may  not  be  as  ruthless  or  cymcaZ  as' 
Gaddafi's,  it  is  not  dlfficuh,..given 
the  instabilities  raf,  foe.  rt^io^  -to 
imagine  rircums^qis.  pi  wbj,ch 
large  nuinbbrs  of  "Diaspora  "Pales- 
tinians will  feel  pressured  to  leave 
their  countries  of  residence  and 
“go  home.” 

In  1989-90,  Egypt  was  able  to 
reabsorb  several  hundred  thou- 
sand workers  forced  to  flee  Iraq; 
but  Egypt  is  a huge  country,  and 
the  people  involved  had  homes 
and  families  to  return  to. 

If  a Palestinian  state  were  faced 
with  a similar  influx,  the  results 
might  well  be  catastrophic.  Even  if 
foe  West  Bank  md  Gaza  were  not 
immediately  overwhelmed  by  a 
sudden  population  movement,  foe 
. gradual  introduction  of  large  mim- 


bers  of  immigrants  would  place  se- 
rious strain  on  the  resources  of  the 
area  and  on  the  abffiiy  of  the  Pales- 
tinian political  system  to  functron. 

■ It  would  afce  affect  Israel  ad- 
versely, both  directly,  far  exam- 
ple, through  increased  demand  for 
water,  and  indirectly,  by  under-  * 
mming  foe  stability  ou  which  the 
durability  of  any  peace  agreement 
depends. 

As  fang  as  Israel  retains  control 
of  border  crossing  points,  it  can 
forestall  most  of  these  problems. 

But  in  any  imaginable  permanent- 
status  agreement,  a Palestinian 
government  will  be  respcasihJe  for 
controlling  movement  into  the  ter- 
ritories, and  even  if  it,  too,  is 
aware  of  the  rids  involved,  it  will 
Ire  unable  to  violate  a central  prin- 
ciple of  “Palestinian  Zionism”  and 
forbid  entry  of  Palestinians  into 
Palestinian  territory. 

The  challenge  for  both  sides  is 
therefore  to  'minimize  the  prob- 
lem, by  awtfaipating  the  human 
needs  of  Diaspora  Palestinians, 
.rather  than  hying  to  cope  with  it 
after  foe  fact.  And  since  little  can 
be  dare  at  foe  bilateral  level,  this 
means  linking  Israeli-Palestinian 
negotiations  more  closely  to  the 
pafides  of  other  Arab  states  with 
large Palestinian  populations.. 

More  specifically,  it  means  that 
a permanent-status  agreement  that 
toms  over  border  control  to  the 
Palestinians  should  be  coupled 
with  arrangements  that  rfftninate  • 
UNRWA  and  regulanze  foe -stems 
of  Palestinians  elsewhere  in  foe 
■Arab  world,  if  not  as  fall  citizens, 
then  alt  least  as  legal  permanent 
residents.  . 

Given  foe  historical  record,  this 
is  hardly  a guarantee.  But  peace 
with  tire  Palestinians  will  be  almost 
as  difficult  to  sustain  as  it  is  to 
wining  and  a fanwl  undertaking 
that  limits  die  ability  of  Arab  gov- 
ernments to  harass  Palestinians 
and  damage  that  peace  should 
therefore  be  one  of  its'  basic 
conditions.  ' 
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THE  specter  of  germ  war- 
fare, the  uncontrollable 
spread  of  deadly  disease  as 
a weapon  of  war  or  tenor, 
emerged  this  year  from  the  pages 
of  pulp  fiction  as  a real  possibili- 
ty. Tire  United  Nations  Commis- 
sion ou  Iraq  has  reported  that  by 
1990  Baghdad  had  amassed  huge 
stocks  of  deadly  germ  warfare 
agent  and  prepared  it  for  use  in 
the  Gulf  war. 

Then  last  month  Tariq  Aziz, 
Iraq’s  deputy  foreign  minister, 
revealed  that  Saddam  Hussein  re- 
frained from  using  chemical  or 
biological  (CW/BW)  weapons 
only  because  he  feared  foe  US 
and  Israel  won  Id  retaliate  with 
nuclear  weapons.  The  Iraqis  ap- 
parently did  not  believe  that 
President  Bush  would  use  nuclear 
weapons  to  defeat  their  army  at 
force  their  withdrawal  from  Ku- 
wait; but  they  did  believe  that  he 
would  use  nuclear  weapons,  and 
so  would  Israel,  if  Iraq  used  CW 
or  BW.  In  this  case,  nuclear  de- 
terrence worked. 

But  other  potential  adversaries 
are  also  experimenting  with 
deadly  bacteria,  and  some  are  be- 
lieved to  have  stockpiles  of  BW 
agent  This  is  adding  a whole  new 
dimension  to  the  danger  of  con- 
flict with  countries  such  as  North 
Korea,  Iraq,  Iran,  Syria,  and  Lib- 
ya. There  is  no  longer  any  doubt 
that  biological  as  well  as  chemical 
weapons,  and  the  means  to  deliv- 
er them,  are  in  the  hands  of  these 
rogue  regimes. 

Poison  gas  is  bad  enough,  but 
germ  weapons  are  worse.  Dr. 
Kathleen  Bailey,  former  asso- 
ciate director  of  the  Arms  Con- 
trol and  Disarmament  Agency, 
recently  testified  before  Congress 
that  a container  the  size  of  a ten- 
nis ball  could  hold  enough  BW 
agent  to  loll  or  injure  100,000 
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people  if  released  in  an  enclosed 
space.  Invisible,  odorless,  and 
virtually  undetectable,  BW  agent 
is  a concentrated  dose  of  lethal 
disease  germs  that  can  spread 
rapidly  in  the  air. 

Common  types  of  BW  agent 
include  «nthraTl  the  animal  hoof 
and  mouth  disease  in  a form  that 
Irflls  humans;  botnlinum  bacteria, 
germs  that  create  a toxic  poison* 
that  can  be  deadly;  tire  bubonic 
plague  bacteria;  and  even  “de- 
signer viruses”  created  by  recom- 
binant DNA  technology,  for 
which  there  is  no  known  vaccine 


include  North  Korea,  which  has 
been  conducting  BW  research 
since  the  1960s,  including  experi- 
ments on  at  least  13  different 
strains  of  bacteria.  In  1993  the 
CIA  reported  that  North  Korea 
was  working  on  BW  pathogens 
for  anthrax,  cholera,  and  bubonic 
plague.  Syria,  which  now  is  pro- 
ducing Scud-C  missiles  that  can' 
reach  all  of  Israel,  has  weapon- 
ized  CW  nerve  agentsT  and  opejr-  , 
ates  a BW  program  as  wdt 
Iraa  and  Libya  have  major  CW 
capabilities  and  known  BW  pro-' 
grains.  Iran  reportedly  has  tried 


A nuclear  response  to  germ  weapons 
in  the  hands  of  rogue  regimes  like 
North  Korea,  Iraq,  Iran,  Syria,  Libya 


or  cure,  and  no  reliable  detection 
devices. 

According  to  the  UN  Special 
Commission,  Iraq  produced  over 
5,500  gallons  of  anthrax  and  Clos- 
tridium botnlinum,  two  of  foe 
most  deadly  germ  agents  known, 
and  maintained  it  in  bulk  storage. 
In  December  1990  Iraq  conduct- 
ed a crash  program  to  “weapon*: 
ize"  its  germ  warfare  agent,  load- 
ing it  intn  artillery  shells,  bombs 

and  even  some  Scud  missiles. 

Despite  UN  sanctions  and  in- 
spections, Iraq  remains  a poten- 
tial thick  UN  inspectors  rfflhn 
Baghdad  still  has  not  accounted 
for  17  tons  of  material  that.could- 
be  used  to  produce  BW  agent, 
and  the  CIA  says  if  tire  sanctions 
are  lifted,  Iraq  could  be  produc- 
ing BW  agent  again  “in  a matter 
of  weeks.” 

Countries  with  similar  pograms 


to  buy  anthrax  agent  and  toxins  hi 
Europe  that  could  be  used  in  BW 
weapons.  The  Russian  - Defense . 
Ministry  continues  to  conduct 
germ  warfare  research,  despite 
official  denials  and  memories  of 
the  1979  anthrax  outbreak  in 
Sverdlovsk,  which  IrillfiH  and  in- 
jured dozens  of  Russians  when, 
anthrax  bacilli  escaped  into,  air : 
from  a germ  warfare  research  far 
cility.  Other  countries  believed  to 
have  BW  programs  include 
Egypt,  which  used  CW  agam^ 
Yemen  in  the  1960s,  China  and 
Pakistan. 


THE  CLINTON  administration 
would  deal  with  the  CW/BW 
threat  through  diplomacy  and 
arms  control  agreements,  even 
though  those  approaches  have  se- 
rious shortcomings.  The  1926  Ge- 
neva Convention  outlawed  the 


use  of  BW  and  CW  in  warfare, 
but  it  has  been  violated  by  a half 
dozen  of  its  signatories.  The  1972 
Biological  Weapons  Convention 
went ' much  farther,  - banning  the 
development,  production,  and  ^ 
stockpiling'- of  BW  weapons.  Yet  ™ 
it  is  being  violated  today  by  10  to 
12  countries,  and  possibly  more. 

. The  US  has  forsworn  the  use  of 
biological  and  chemical  weapons, 
and  is  reducrrig  its  stocks  of  nucle- 
ar weapons.  Still,  threatening  to 
use  nuclear  weapons  remains  the 
best  way  to  deter  the  use  of  CW 
and  BW.  Tic  problem  is  that  US 
policy  on  tire,  use  of  nuclear  weap- 
ons is  muddy  at  best. 

, In  1978-  the  Carter  administra- 
tion made  it  US  policy  not  Id  use 
nuclear  weapons  against  any  non- 
nuclear weapon  state  not  allied 
with  a nuclear  weapon  state.  That 
policy  stiH  is  in  effect/Bul  now 
Rotf  Fkcns,  chairman  of. the. UN 
Commission  on  Iraq,  -has  re- 
vealed that  at  foe  time  of  tire  Gulf 
war.  Secretary  of  State  James 
Baker  sent  a message  warning 
Baghdad, foat  foe  US  would  re- 
taliate with  nuclear  weapons  if 
Iraq  used  CW  or  BW.

. Since  companies  that  are  trad- 
ed on  the  stock  exchange  are  re- 
quired to  malre  public  the  earn- 
ings of  their  top  officers,  we  now 
know  that  monthly  incomes  of 
the  top  officials  (not  the  owners) 
of  commercial  and  industrial 
companies,  banks  and  and  insur- 
ance companies  range  from 
NIS  40,000  to  several  hundred 
thousand  a mmith  — regardless  of 
whether  die  companies  are  mak- 
ing a profit. 


The  relationship  between  what 
is  happening  in  the  two  sectors  is 
that  the  top  people  in  each  sector 
hobnob  with  each  other,  and  a 
good  part  of  the  fuel  that  drives 
die  rip-offs  in  the  public  sector  is 
derived  from  personal  envy  of 
what  fat-cat  friends  are  making  in 
the  private  sector. 

. Recent  international  economic 
reports  show  that,  from  being 
one  of  the  most  egalitarian  societ- 
ies among  modern  industrial 
states  about  25  years  ago,  Israel 
has  become  the  least  egalitarian, 
ranking  just  above  the  US.  It  also 
shares  die  shame  of  having  the 
highest  proportion  of  children  liv- 
ing in  families  below  the  poverty 
line. 

Rabin’s  Israel  - and  that  of  the 
Likud’s  Bmyamin  Netanyahu  and 
Meretz’s  and  Haim  Ramon’s 
New  Left  yuppies  - would  seem 
to  be  integrating  with  a ven- 
geance into  the  class-ridden  Mid- 
dle East,  whether  the  corrupt  old 
Arab  one,  or  Shimon  Peres's  new 
one. 

Labor,  especially  under  Rabin, 
is  now  a party  which  supports  not 
only  a free- market  economy,  but 
the  worst  aspects  of  19th-century, 
robber-baron  capitalism. 

The  politicos  of  North  African 
origin,  who  under  David  Levy 
are  in  the  process  of  splitting 
away  from  the  lilmri  under  the 
banner  of  socao-economic  justice, 
could  theoretically  provide  the 
political  framework  for  a reversal 
of  these  trends. 

Bat  given  Levy’s  long  record  of 
all  talk  and  bluster  and  little  if 
any  action,  that,  remains  a highly 
dubious  proposition.

Yet  what  sort  of  personal  secu- 
rity is  being  provided  for  the  ap- 
proximately 20  .percent  of  fcmeK 
children  who  live  below  the  poy- 
’ ^y  &e?  Aocoidhig  & roxzit  fig- 
ures*. f7<fld0 /fimBfes,  f,toaal,af 
616,000.  people,-  including 
262,000  children,  are  living  in 
poverty  in  Israel. 

Weil  over  a third  of  children  m 
west  Jerusalem  are  under  the 
poverty  line,  as  against  21  per- 
cent in  Tel  Aviv  and  14  percent Jn. 
Haifa.  (The  poverty  line  is 
NIS  833  a month  far  an  individ- 
ual, NIS  1,333  for  a couple, 
NIS2,130  for  parents  with  two 
children,  without  allowances  and 
taxes.) 

Were  it  not  for  the  allowances, 
over  a million  Israelis  would  be 
under  the  poverty  line. 

The  poor  are  those  left  behind 
in  a society  whose  economy  is 
considered  to  be  booming.  Un- 
employment is  low,  inflation  un- 
der control,  and  die  per-oipita 
growth  in  gross  domestic  product 
over  the  last  five  years  was  5.8 
percent;  last  year  it  was  43  per- 
cent 

One  doesn’t  need  to  be  an 
economist  to  note  that  Bank  Leu- 
mi’s  net  profit  increased  by  162 
percent  during  the  last  quarter,  to 
see  glittering  new  shopping  cen- 
ters, new  cars,  and  more  frxeign 
vacations. 

While  the  present  government 
has  taken  some  positive  steps  lie 
ending  discrimination  against 
Arab  citizens  in  chil&en’s  allow- 
ances, and  promises  other  anti-' 
poverty  measures,  it  seems  re- 
signed to  the  fact  that  affluence 
and  an  unjust  distribution  of  the 
nation’s  wealth  go  hand  in  hand.

Jew,  and  he  earns  about  20  per-  - 
cent  Our  Arab  citizens  are 
the  worst  off  of  alL 

ISRAEL  IS  a welfare  state  with 
social  mechanisms  ensuring  that 
nobody  goes  hungry,  or  has  no- 
where 'to  sleep.  But  the  picture  of 
political  parties  as  . expressing  so- 
cial priorities  is  binned  over. 

Thus  socialist  Mapam  can  join 
with  capitalist  ShinuL,  and  David 
Levy,  who  threatens  to  break  the 
consensus,  is  accused  of  introduc- 
ing an  ethnic  dement  into  petit- 
tics,  as  if  he  were  responsible  for 
the  fact  that  most  underprivi- 


leged Jews  come  from  an  Orien- 
tal background.  The  old  Hista- 
drat  is  dead  and  the  new  one  is 
stiD  an  unknown  quality. 

Though  h can  claim  important 
economic  achievements,  our  La- 
bor government  favors  the  sort  of 
capitalism  that  is  diametrically 
7 opposed  to  the  traditionally  egali- 
tarian, foundations  of  our  society 
that  its  rhetoric  still  fosters.  The 
prime  minister  himself  opposes 
raising  the  minimum  wage,  or 
taxing  stock-market  profits. 

Relatively  little  political  dis- 
course is  devoted  to  social  prob- 
lems, largely  because  security 
and  the  conflict  with  the  Arabs 
still  dominate  our  thinking. 

If  there  is  to  be  a referendum 
or  an  election,  they  wifi  be  more 
about  borders  and  defense  than 
privatization.  But  in  any  case, 
here  as  in  most  Western  democ- 
racies, the  poor  and  underprivi- 
leged are  a sort  of  subclass  who 
wield  little  political  power. 

The  leadership  of  the  Black 
Panther  social-ethnic  protest 
movement  of  die  1970s  was  co- 
opted into  the  establishment  In 
1993,  then  president  Chaim  Her- 
zog warned  that  “the  frightening 
percentage  of  citizens  who  live 
below  the  poverty  line  could  easi- 
ly undermine  the  moral  founda- 
tions of  our  society.”  Were  this 
true,  (me  would  see  some  signs  of 
a moral  and  political  protest 
movement.  What  we  see  is  Zo 
Aztzenu. 

If  the  peace  ’ process  succeeds, 
Israel’s  political  agenda  will  also 
change.  Perhaps  then,  the  term 
personal  security  may  come  to 
refer  to  the  socio-economic  secu- 
rity of  those  who  today  suffer  dis- 
crimination, but  whose  voice  is 
drowned  out  by  the  dominant 
ranrgirn  of  pititiic  opinion  — and 
of  aQ  the  political  parties  - with 
military  security.

woman  I know  well 
passed  me  in  the  street  the 
day.  She  was  weep- 
ing in  great  gulps  as  she  hurried 
home.  From  where  she  came,  I 
could  hear  the  sound  of  pots  and 
pans  being  banged;  it  was  women 
calling  for  a change  in  the  direction 
their  nation  is  beading. 

The  woman  was  Christian,  not 
Jewish.

Later  that  night  I lay  sleepless, 
listening  to  the  shouts  of  police  and 
the  echoing  cries  of  protesters. 

For  my  friend,  for  myself,  and 
for  a number  of  other  Christians  in 
the  land,  it  has  become  increasing- 
ly difficult  to  understand  what  we 
see  taking  place  around  us.  We 
listen  to  Israeli  politicians  on  TV, 
watch  policemen  filling  up  city 
streets,  see  children  being  dragged 
along  and  women  beaten,  and  the 
questions  bofl  up  inside  us. 

It’s  not  that  scenes  of  citizens 
challenging  authorities  are  unusu- 
al, shocking  or  new.  Korea,  South 
Africa,  Beijing,  Tahiti  - such  con- 
frontations are  commonplace  in 
our  world.  And  the  methods  used 
by  security  forces  to  put  them 
(town  are  pretty  well  universal. 

But  somehow  we  expect  it  to  be 
different  here.  We  expect  to  find 
more  compassion,  more  sympa- 
thy, between  the  people  of  (his 
nation. 

You  Jews  are,  after  all,  fellow 
victims.  One  would  expect  a na- 
tion as  despised  and  rejected  as 
yours  has  been  - and  is  - to  stand 
together  against  its  foes. 

1 ask  myself  whether  your  Lead- 
ers - those  acting  against  the  pro- 
testers, and  those  demanding  that 
Jews  leave  Hebron  and  other  Jew- 
ish settlements  - have  ever  cried 
out  in  their  hearts,  questioning  the 
worldwide  antagonism  their  peo- 
ple have  experienced  through  the 
ages.  Have  they  never  agonized 
with  their  fellow  Jews,  including 
those  with  differing  politics,  over 
the  waves  of  hatred  and  murder 
that  have  taken  the  lives  of  so 
many  of  their  people  down  the 
years? 

Something  seems  to  be  missing 
in  the  heart  of  the  land  of  Israel;

It  is 
very  hard  to  understand  bow  some 
Israelis  can  applaud  the  embracing 
of  men  who  have  personally  de- 
lighted in  acts  of  anrt-Jewish  ter- 
ror, while  denigrating  religious 
Jews  in  Gaza,  Judea  and  Samaria. 

You  are  not  hated  because  some 
of  you  are  “fundamentalist”  in 
your  beliefs,  but  because  you  are 
Jews.  All  of  history  attests  to  this 
fact.  Are  you  now  blaming  one 
another  for  the  prejudice  directed 
against  you  all? 

It  is  only  50  years  since  the  liber- 
ation of  the  Nazi  camps;  just  five 


of  your  finally  restored  home.  I 
fear  that  the  Gentiles,  who  strove, 
and  failed,  to  absorb  you  into 
themselves,  may  have  their  victory 
after  all.

And  wimess  the  refusal  of  the 
vast  majority  of  the  world's  na- 
tions, led  by  the  so-called  Christian 
ones,  to  attend  your  celebrations 
heralding  Jerusalem  3000.

Expectations  of 
you  and  demands  on  you  are  in- 
creasing.

Radio  says  17  killed  in  Angolan  attack 

LUANDA  (Reuter)  - Armed  bandits  killed  at  lea a 17  people, 
many  of  them  women  and  children,  early  yesterday  in  a village 
in  northern  Angola,  state  radio  reported 
The  radio  report  said  the  attack  took  place  in  a village  held 
by  the  rebel  UNIT  A movement  ontside  the  town  of  Negage  in 
the  northern  Urge  province.  The  report  quoted  an  eyewitness 
as  saying  the  gunmen  opened  fire  on1  women  and  children  in  the 
early  hours  yesterday  after  trying  to  steal  food. 

House  votes  to  tighten  Cuban  embargo 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The  House  voted  yesterday  to 
tighten  pressure  on  Fidel  Castro's  Cuba  with  steps  Secretary  of 
State  Wanen  Christopher  said  would  damage  prospects  for 
peaceful  change  and  hinder  US  interests  around  the  world. 

Voting  294*130,  the  House  approved  a bill  that  would 
strengthen  the  US  embargo  against  Cuba,  partly  by  increasing 
US  pressure  against  other  countries  to  join  it. 

The  bill  would  require  the  president  to  withhold  aid  from 
countries  that  deal  with  Cuba,  deny  entry  of  anyone  who  traffics 
in  US  property  confiscated  by  Castro  and  make  plans  for 
assisting  an  elected  Cuban  government 

Mandela  calls  for  public  to  help  police 

BOKSBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  - President  Nelson  Mandela 
got  personally  involved  yesterday  in  the  hunt  for  South  Africa’s 
latest  serial  killer,  calling  on  the  public  to  help  the  police  in  a 
case  that  has  terrorized  this  town  near  Johannesburg. 

Evidence  searches  were  winding  up  in  the  remote  field 
where  the  10  bodies  of  black  women  were  found  earlier  this 
week,  and  a US  expert  on  serial  killers  had  been  called  in  to 
help  South  Africans  develop  a suspect  profile. 

Japan’s  Socialists  vote  to  disband 

TOKYO  (AP)  - The  troubled  Socialist  party  of  Prime 
Minister  Tomiichi  Murayama  decided  yesterday  to  disband  next 
month  and  regroup  under  a new  name  in  hopes  of  broadening 
its  popularity. 

But  the  party's  deep  divisions  and  its  failure  to  offer  a clear 
platform  seemed  likely  to  accelerate  its  declining  poweT  in 
Japan's  consen’ative-dominated  Parliament. 

After  a lengthy,  largely  critical  debate,  delegates  at  a party 
convention  accepted  a leadership  proposal  that  would  officially 
end  the  party's  50-year  history  and  transform  it  into  a 
"liberal"  group  that  would  try  to  win  over  the  majority  of 
Japanese  who  say  they  are  fed  up  with  the  glacial  pace  of 
reform  in  Japan. 

Mondale:  ‘We  are  ashamed’ 

TOKYO  (AP)  - US  Ambassador  Walter  Mondale  apologized 
yesterday  for  the  alleged  rape  of  a 12-year-old  girl  by  three  US 
servicemen,  and  agreed  to  review  the  special  legal  status  given 
American  military  personnel  in  Japan. 

‘Tt  is  outrageous,  inexcusable.  We  are  ashamed  and  we 
apologize,"  Mondale  said  to  Foreign  Minister  Yobei  Kono  in  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  case. 

The  rape  earlier  this  month  on  the  southern  Japanese  island 
of  Okinawa  has  dominated  headlines  and  sparked  widespread 
outrage  among  the  Okinawan  people,  many  of  whom  resent 
the  presence  of  US  military  bases. 

Pisa’s  leaning  tower  has  stabilized 

PISA,  Italy  (AP)  - The  leaning  tower  of  Pisa  has  stopped  its 
leaning,  for  the  momenL 

Some  780  tons  of  lead  placed  at  the  base  as  a counterweight 
have  halted  the  tower's  tilting,  according  to  measurements 
released  yesterday  by  the  University  of  Pisa. 

An  additional  ISO  tons  of  lead  were  added  in  the  last  week 
to  the  already  existing  600  tons  that  have  been  placed  on  the 
tower's  non-leaning  side  since  1993.  The  counterweight  has 
helped  reverse  the  inclination  of  the  tower,  said  Antonio 
Laaaif  ni,  director  of  Pisa’s  historic  society  and  expert  on  the 
tower. 

Lazzarini  said  yesterday’s  measurements  show  the  54-meter 
rower,  has  now  reached  equilibrium  and  is  stilL  "Bnt  the  lead 
counterweights  can’t  hold  it  forever,  and  the  tower  will 
probably  start  moving  again  in  four  or  five  months,'’  Lazzarini 
added. 

The  tower,  begun  in  1 173,  began  to  tilt  almost  immediately 
after  it  was  completed  as  the  ground  shifted  underneath.  It 
leans  some  four  meters  off  the  perpendicular.

Bosnian  offensive  halts, 
Serbs  on  defensive 


BOSNIAN  government  and 
Croat  troops  yesterday  halted  an 
offensive  which  has  given  them 
control  over  half  of  Bosnia  and 
pushed  Serbs  already  battered  by 
NATO  air  attacks  onto  the 
defensive. 

The  pause  In  the  11-day  on- 
slaught, which  routed  Serbs 
forces  and  turned  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  civilians  into  refugees, 
appeared  to  head  off  a deepening 
of  the  conflict  which  could  have 
derailed  fragile  peace  efforts. 

In  Sarajevo,  NATO  and  the 
UN  welcomed  a newly  compliant 
mood  from  the  Serbs,  saying  the 
Serbs  had  met  their  demand  to 
lift  the  siege  of  Sarajevo  and  pull 
back  siege  guns. 

But  NATO  warned  that 
strikes,  suspended  a week  ago  to 
give  the  Serbs  time  to  comply, 
would  come  hard  and  fast  if  the 
Bosnian  Serbs  reneged  on  their 
agreements. 

The  United  Nations  had

warned  the  Sarajevo  and  Zagreb 
governments  their  joint  offensive 
in  western  Bosnia  could  endanger 
the  US-led  peace  negotiations, 
especially  if  they  forced  a fight  for 
the  Bosnian  Serb  stronghold  of 
Banja  Luka. 

’‘The  United  Nations  has  re- 
ports that  offensive  operations  in 
western  Bosnia  have  virtually 
ceased,"  UN  spokesman  Alexan- 
der Ivanko  said  in  Zagreb. 

“Croatian  units  have  been  seen 
withdrawing  across  the  interna- 
tional border  into  Croatia.  There 
are  indications  that  the  situation 
around  Banja  Luka  has  also  sta- 
bilized," be  said. 

Moslem-led  Bosnian  govern- 
ment forces  with  their  Bosnian 
Croat  allies  backed  by  regular 
army  troops  from  Croatia  itself 
have  formed  a snake-like  front- 
line from  the  Croatian  border. 


Turkey’s  Ciller  asked 
to  form  new  government 

ANKARA  (Reuter)  - Turkish  Prime  Minister  Tansu  Ciller  was  asked 
yesterday  by  President  Suleyman  Demirel  to  form  a new  government, 
the  day  after  the  collapse  of  her  left-right  coalition,  Ciller’s  office  said. 

“The  president  asked  her  to  form  a new  government,"  an  official 
from  Ciller's  office  told  Reuters.  “She  has  changed  her  plans  for  a trip 
and  will  stay  in  Ankara  tomorrow  to  meet  other  party  leaders  to  focus 
on  forming  a government" 

Ciller  had  remained  as  caretaker  prime  minister  following  her 
resignation  on  Wednesday  after  a rift  over  domestic  security  issues 
with  the  social  democrats,  under  their  new  leader  Deniz  Baykal, 
ending  the  wobbly  coalition  between  them  and  her  conservative  True 
Path  Party  (DYP). 

Main  opposition  Motherland  Party  (ANAP)  leader  Mesut  Yilmaz 
yesterday  virtually  ruled  out  forming  a lasting  coalition  with  49-year- 
old  CQler.  He  told  private  ATV  television  that  he  would  only  consider 
taking  part  in  a coalition  if  early  elections  were  called  ahead  of  the  next 
scheduled  polls  in  October  1996. 

Ciller  said  earlier  that  early  elections  would  be  a mistake  and  vowed 
to  press  on  with  her  own  policy  agenda. 

Millions  flock  to  India  temples 
after  statue  ‘drinks  milk9 


NEW  DELHI,  India  (AP)  - Mil- 
lions of  devout  Hindus  flocked  to 
temples  across  the  country  yes- 
terday after  reports  that  the  stat- 
ues of  their  favorite  god  was 
drinking  milk. 

Scientists  dismissed  reports  of 
a miracle  and  explained  that  milk 
offered  to  the  elephant-headed 
Lord  Ganesha  trickled  down  the 
granite  or  marble  idol  in  a thin 
film  that  was  not  easily  visible. 

Ganesha  is  one  of  the  more 
popular  gods  in  the  Hindu  reli- 
gion and  is  ^edited  with  bringing 
prosperity. 

The  reports  began  early  in  the 
morning  in  cities  such  as  New 
Delhi,  Bombay  and  Calcutta. 
The  faithful  - bearing  milk  in  ev- 
erything from  earthen  and  steel 
pots  to  tumblers  and  jugs  - con- 
verged on  the  temples. 

Police  and  paramilitary  sol- 
diers guarded  temples  in  the  cit- 
ies. In  the  northern  town  of  Jam- 
shedpur, police  waved  bamboo 
canes  to  regulate  a 500-strong 
crowd  that  tried  to  storm  a 
temple. 

Milk  shortages  were  reported 
in  many  cities.  In  Calcutta,  cafes 
stopped  offering  their  customers 
milk  with  tea  and  instead  sold  ir 
for  120  rupees  (S4)  a liter,  10 
times  the  normal  price. 

In  New  Delhi,  people  began 
lining  up  a r temples  as  early  as  4 
a.m.  and  many  reported  to  work 
late.  Police  estimates  in  major 
cities  put  the  number  of  devotees 
at  millions. 

“ft  is  a miracle,"  said  A.K. 
Tiwari,  a priest  at  a temple  in 
southern  New  Delhi. 


He  said  the  excitement  at  his 
temple  began  after  a devotee  said 
he  had  dreamed  that  the  deity 
wanted  milk.  When  the  man, 
who  wasn’t  identified,  held  a 
spoonful  of  milk  near  the  statue’s 
trunk,  the  milk  disappeared.  Yes- 
terday was  not  a Hindu  festival 
day. 

The  faithful  dismissed  sugges- 
tions of  a hoax. 

“It  cannot  be  a hoax.  Where 
would  all  the  milk  being  offered 
go.  It  is  such  a small  idol,  it  can’t 
take  in  so  much,”  said  Parmesh 
Soti,  a business  executive  who 
stood  in  line. 

*1  tried  it  at  my  house  and  to 
my  utter  disbelief  a spoonful  of 
milk  disappeared...  1 am  not  a 
superstitious  person,  but  this  oo 
curred  in  front  of  my  eyes,”  said 
Manohar  Joshi,  the  chief  minister 
of  Maharashtra  state,  where 
Ganesha  worship  is  popular. 

United  News  of  India  news 
agency  said  Hindus  in  countries 
as  far  away  as  the  United  States, 
Britain,  Dubai  and  Hong  Kong 
reported  similar  experiences  in 
their  homes  and  in  local  temples. 

So  widespread  were  the  reports 
of  a miracle  that  scientists  from 
the  federal  government's  Depart- 
ment of  Science  and  Technology 
were  asked  to  investigate. 

The  scientists  offered  milk 
mixed  with  colored  pigments  to 
an  idol  in  a New  Delhi  temple. 
Although  ft  disappeared  from  the 
spoon,  it  soon  coated  the  idoL 

The  scientists  said  molecules  of 
milk  flowing  from  the  spoon  pull 
down  other  molecules  because  of 
surface  tension.

Wednesday  deadline  expired,  the 
Atlantic  alliance  and  the  UN  said 
Serb  commanders  bad  met  the 
demand  to  lift  the  41-month  siege 
of  the  Bosnian  capital.

exclusion  zone  around  the  capi- 
tal.

Ito:  Jurors 
can  consider 
second-degree 
murder 

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  - Jurors 
may  convict  OJ.  Simpson  of  sec- 
ond-degree murder  rather  than 
only  first-degree  murder,  the 
judge  ruled  yesterday,  making  it 
easier  for  jurors  to  return  a guilty 
verdict 

The  ruling  means  the  jury 
won’t  need  as  much  evidence  to 
convict  Simpson  of  murder.  To 
convict  him  of  second-degree 
murder,  jurors  won’t  have  to  find 
that  Simpson  carefully  weighed 
his  actions  before  committing  a 
murder. 

Judge  Lance  Ito  said  the  evi- 
dence could  reasonably  show  that 
the  killing  of  Goldman  was  not 
premeditated  since  Goldman 
wasn’t  expected  to  show  up  at 
Ms.  Simpson's  house  the  night  of 
the  murders. 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  any  rea- 
sonable interpretation  that  would 
not  indicate  that  Mr.  Goldman’s 
presence  at  the  crime  scene  was 
by  sheer  chance,"  Ito  said. 

The  judge  said  there  is  a “plau- 
sible argument"  Goldman  wasn’t 
the  intended  victim. 

With  the  jury  given  the  day  off; 
Ito  also  rejected  a defense  re- 
quest that  jurors  be  told  they  can 
ignore  all  of  retired  Detective 
Mark  Fuhrman’s  testimony. 

Ito  refused  to  tell  the  jury  that 
if  a witness  lies  in  one  important 
part  of  his  testimony,  then  all  of 
his  testimony  may  be  rejected. 
An  accompanying  defense  pro- 
posal, also  rejected,  said  jurors 
could  ignore  all  of  Fuhrman's  tes- 
timony if  they  found  he  tied  about 
his  racial  views, 

Even  though  Ito  won’t  give  ju- 
rors guidance  on  the  issue,  the 
panelists  have  the  right  to  reject 
any  or  all  of  Fuhrman’s  testimo- 
ny. The  instruction  merely  would 
have  highlighted  the  issue  and 
given  jurors  further  legal  justifi- 
cation for  ignoring  his  testimony. 

Ito  went  through  complaints 
from  both  sides  on  special  jury 
instructions  to  come  up  with  a 
text  He  plans  to  instruct  the  jury 
today.  Jurors  were  given  yester- 
day off  so  attorneys  could  work 
out  the  legal  loose  ends. 

Before  yesterday’s  hearing,  Ito 
said  both  sides  should  rest  their 
cases  today.  After  a three-day 
weekend  that  includes  Rosh  Ha- 
shana, the  jury  may  hear  closing 
arguments  beginning  Tuesday  - 
the  first  anniversary  of  jury 
selection. 


MOSCOW  (AP)  - Dozens  of 
elite  anti-terrorist  forces . stormed 
a bijflrftf-d  bus  in  the  southern 
Russian  republic  of  Dagestan 
yesterday  and  freed  1$  hostages 
held  by  gunmen  demanding  $1.5 
million  and  a helicopter.

Sheves  believed  that,  if  the  prime  minister  is 
going  to  get  reelected  in  1996,  he  most  have  his 
finger  on  the  pulse  of  domestic  problems  and  not 
just  worry  about  Palestinian  autonomy,  Syria,  and 
US-Xsrael  relations.  Rabin’s  emphasis  on  domes- 
tic themes  in  1992  played  a key  role  in  his  election  - 
victory.  . . 

Now,  since  a directly  elected  prime  minister  will 
be  held  responsible  for  all  the  country's  problems, 
he  won’t  be  able  to  get  away  with  the  attitude  of 
former  prime  minister  Yitzhak  Shamir,  who  once 
said:  "The  prime  minister  does  not  handle  eco- 
nomic issues.” 

As  Sheves  saw  the  country  redefining  the  prime 
minister's  role,  he  reorganized  the  bureau  with  a 
greater  stress  on  economic  matters  - since  1967  it 
had  largely  worked  as  a snper-Foreiga  Ministry  or 
super-Defense  Ministry.

Furthermore,  ministers  seem  to  feel  secure  that 
Alderoty  does  not  have  Sheves’s  political  ambi- 
tions. Sheves  would  tell  reporters  that  he  was  in 
line  to  become  a minister  in  the  event  of  a cabinet 
shake-up. 

Sources  reveal  that,  on  taking  office,  Alderoty 
said  that  be  wanted  to  start  with  a clean  slate, 
although  a former  worker,  suspected  in  the  office 
of  relaying  data  to  Sheves,  was  apparently  subject- 
ed to  a body  search  in  Alderoty's  office. 

Alderoty  has  definitely  succeeded  in  lowering 
tension  between  ministers,  and  he  believes  he  will 
succeed  in  the  bigger  task  at  hand:  using  the

; by  garnering  grassroots' ''Support  for  Rabin's 
ireelection. . . *. 

Meeting  with  local  offioaEslnBaka  aJ-Gbarbiya 
and  in  the  Jezreei  Valley,  Alderoty  was  most 
animated  when  rattling  off  a series  of  govemmen — 
tal  acronyms  that  could  be  helpful  lu  solving  a 
myriad  of  local  problems. 

Although  he  could  not  resist  telling  local  leaders 
how  he  used  to  deal  with  the  system  during  his  18- 
year  tenure  as  head  of  the  Migdal  Ha'emek  coun- 
cil in  the  ’60s  and  *7Qs,  he  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
type  who  lives  in  the  past.  He  said  the  government 
will  boost  funding  for  councils  that  train  more 
software  engineers,  and  he  spoke  about  the  need 
for  greater  privatization  of  government  services 
due  to  the  projected  growth  of  urban  sprawls  over 
thfe  next  IQ  years.

Procednrally  jumping  the  gun,  Alderoty  was 
happy  to  announce  that  Baka  al-Gharbiya  will 
shortly  become  one  of  the  25  areas  into  which  the 
government  will  pour  special  resources  to  make 
up  for  the  lag  in  support  in  the  past. 

Alderoty  is  also  proud  to  have  spearheaded 
amended  regulations,  which  have  now  been 
brought  to  the  Knesset,  that  enshrine  the  principle- 
of  quicker  housing  starts.  He  expects  50,000  new 
units  to  be  completed  by  next  year's  elections. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Alderoty  once  served  as 
chairman  of  the  government  housing  company 
Amidar  before  establishing  a lucrative  company 
that  helped  finance  homes  for  Modi’in  and  a cou- 
ple of  other  new  residential  areas.  . 

“Having  a background  in  finance  and  econom- 
ics helps  me  enormously  in  my  job  now,”  he  says. 
“People  cannot  overwhelm  me  with  numbers  dur- 
ing meetings.  I can  get  quickly  to  heart  of  a 
matter.” 

Alderoty  is  quick  to  say  that  he  divested  himself 
. of  all  holdings  upon  » maiming  his  new  position. 
But  it  remains  unclear  if  assets  have  gone  into  a 
blind  trust,  since  he  noted  that  his  daughter  has 
taken  over  his  5 percent  share  of  a new  regional 
radio  station. 

The  new  director-general  says  he  is  inspired  to 
do  all  that  he  can  out  of  loyalty  to  the  prime 
minister,  with  whom  he  became  friendly  when 
Rabin  toured  Migdal  Ha’emek  during  his  first 
term  as  prime  minister  in  1974.  He  has  since  held 
a string  of  positions  on  Rabin's  behalf. 

'Whether  Rabin  or  the  Likud's  Binyamin  Netan- 
yahu is  elected  next  year,  the  trend  of  the  prime 
minister’s  involvement  in  domestic  affairs  is 
bound  to  intensify.  And  if  the  balance  of  power 
within  the  cabinet  becomes  more  weighted  toward 
the  premier,  there  will  be  less  need  to  stroke 
bruised  ministerial  egos.  Then  perhaps  there  will 
be  more  time  to  deal  with  the  substantive  prob- 
lems at  hand.

Rabin’s  Mr.  Insider 
starts  with  a clean  slate 

Zvi  Alderoty,  the  new  director-general  of  the 
Prime  Minister’s  Office,  is  a far  cry  from  his 
predecessor,  writes  David  Makovsky 


THE  news  that  Bezeq  and 
Kupat  Holira  Galit  have 
decided  jointly  to  produce 
three  million  “smart  cards”  - to 
cany  health  fund  members’  med- 
ical records  and  be  “loaded”  with 
money  for  purchasing  goods  and 
services  - must  have  raised  an 
ironic  smile  on  the  faces  of  their 
veteran  customers. 

A decade  ago,  these  two  enter- 
prises were  guilty  of  some  of  the 
country’s  worst  red  tape  and 
treated  customers  with  arro- 
gance, but  now  they  are  on  the 
cutting  edge  of  high  technology 
and  striving  for  customer 
approval. 

When  Bezeq  was  established  in 
1984  as  the  nation's  public  tele- 
communications company  and 
emerged  from  the  cobwebs  of  the 
Communications  Ministry,  the 
waiting  list  for  a new  phone  line 
in  some  areas  was  10  years  long. 
Dialing  was  hit-or-miss,  recep- 
tion at  company  offices  nightmar- 
ish, and  billing  infamously  ridden 
with  errors. 

One  individual  who  can  take 
more  credit  than  anyone  else  for 
the  revolution  that  has  prepared 
Bezeq  for  the  21st  century  is  Yitz- 
hak Kaul,  its  50-year-old  direc- 
tor-general who  oversaw  the 
company's  establishment  and  the 
transfer  of  10.000  employees 
from  the  ministry. 

Though  still  not  perfect  (Kaul 
spent  part  of  the  interview  coping 
with  the  disconnection  of  30.000 
phone  lines  in  Tel  Aviv  due  to  a 
computer  breakdown  that  para- 
lyzed the  stock  market),  Bezeq  is 
an  Israeli  technological  and  fi- 
nancial giant  courted  by  interna- 
tional telecommunications  titans 
like  AT&T. 

Britain's  Cable  & Wireless  has 
pounced  on  10  percent  of  its 
stock  and  seems  hungry  for  more. 
Bezeq  has  a good  chance  of  win- 
ning a tender,  with  overseas  part- 
ners, to  install  tens  of  millions  of 
phone  lines  in  India,  and  is  al- 
ready hard  at  work  in  a number 
of  other  developing  countries. 

In  a country  where  bosses  are 
often  picked  according  to  their 
political  or  family  connections  or 
mere  staying  power,  a profes- 
sional manager  like  Kaul  is  still 
unusual,  but  he  is  one  of  a grow- 
ing number  of  highly  trained  ad- 
ministrative experts.  Born  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  he  immigrated  to 
Israel,  spent  his  teen  years  in  Ra- 
mat  Gan  and  enlisted  in  the 
army,  eventually  becoming  depu- 
ty communications  officer  of  the 
■Southern  Command  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant-colonel.  He 
has  a bachelor’s  and  a master's 
degree  in' management  and  eco- 
TKrarics  from  Tel  Aviv  University, 

■ and  spent  two  years  in  advanced 
studies  at  TAlTs  faculty  of  edu- 
cation. He  is  married  and  the  fa- 
ther of  three  daughters:  a law 
student,  a soldier  and  an  eighth 
grader. 

He  has  worked  in  various  posi- 
tions in  the  Postal  Services,  the 
Postal  Authority  (which  he  . 
founded  and  directed),  and  the 
Communications  Ministry  (as 
•deputy  director-general).  He  has 
run  Bezeq  since  1990.  Of  its  cur- 
rent 9,000  staffers,  Kaul  esti- 
’ mates  that  he  knows  “several 
’ thousand”  on  a first-name  basis. 

This  familiarity  has  been  culti- 
vated on  countless  visits  to  Bezeq 
l facilities  around  the  country.  His 
{personal  visits  have  also  boosted 
•the  morale  of  employees  who 
iused  to  be  ashamed  to  say  where

they  worked;  but  now,  says  Kaul, 
“their  whole  families  identify 
with  the  company.” 

His  need  to  “be  there”  was 
recently  facilitated  by  a small  vid- 
eo camera  that  sits  atop  the  per- 
sonal computer  in  his  spacious, 
eighth-floor  office  in  the  compa- 
ny’s new  headquarters  next  to  Je- 
rusalem’s Central  Bus  Station. 

The  camera  picks  up  his  image 
and  transmits  it  to  the  offices  of 
senior  staffers  throughout  the 
country  with  whom  he  communi- 
cates by  electronic  mail. 

When  asked  about  the  secret  of 
his  success.  Kaul  is  modest.  “Ev- 
ery manager  makes  mistakes,” 
he  says.  “The  important  thing  is 
to  learn  from  them.  Success  is  a 
matter  of  full  cooperation  from 
senior  management  and  all  the 
staff.  Everyone  joins  in  believing 
customer  service  is  No.  1,  com- 
ing even  before  tbe  technology. 
Staff  are  selected  according  to 
their  professional  ability.  In  fact. 
I wrote  my  MA  thesis  on  the 
failure  of  incentive  pay  to  encour- 
age staffers.  And  recently  we 
canceled  it  and  replaced  it  with 
other  means  to  get  Bezeq  staff  to 
do  their  best,  such  as  constant 
supervision  and  recognizing  tal- 
ent.” 

For  two  years,  he  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Directors-Gen- 
eral  Forum  for  the  Encourage- 
ment of  Responsibility  and  Ex- 
cellence in  Management,  and 
believes  the  universities'  business 
administration  schools  are  now 
producing  many  talented  young 
managers  who  can  get  Israel's  in- 
dustry moving. 


Kaul  still  regards  with  fondness 
the  Postal  Authority,  whose 
headquarters  are  housed  in  a 
spanking  new  building  two  blocks 
away.  “I’m  often  in  contact  with 
its  director-general  [Ran  Levin], 
and  I hope  it  becomes  a public 
company  like  Bezeq.  Thai's  what 
I proposed  when  I left  it.” 

Kaul  is  flattered  by  Cable  & 
Wireless's  belief  that  the  compa- 
ny is  a worthy  target  of  invest- 
ment, and  wants  Bezeq  to  obtain 
a suitable  strategic  investor  as 
soon  as  possible  so  privatization 
can  be  carried  out. 

But  this  outside  interest  must 
be  chosen  very  carefully;  as  con- 
trolling a country's  telecommuni- 
cations infrastructure  is  extreme- 
ly sensitive  from  the  security 
point  of  view.  Intelligence  agen- 
cies abroad  have  suggested  that, 
in  the  future,  wars  wfll  be  fought 
with  computer  viruses  sent  to  in- 
fect the  enemy’s  telecommunica- 
tions and  computer  systems  to 
make  everything  go  haywire. 

Although  Bezeq  is  probably 
the  most  familiar  company  name 
in  the  country,  there  are  still 
many  “myths”  about  it,  Kaul 
says.  Among  these  are  its  reputed 
opposition  to  competition  from 
private  companies.  Bezeq,  he 
maintains,  “was  never  opposed 
to  it.  but  has  insisted  on  long- 
term planning  and  strategy  to  al- 
low us  to  prepare  for  tins  era.” 

Thirty-six  percent  of  Bezeq's 
profits  come  from  overseas  calls. 


even  though  only  4 or  5 percent 
of  its  manpower  and  infrastruc- 
ture investment  are  Involved  in  it. 
This  produced  cross -subsidiza- 
tion - overly  low  domestic  rates 
and  expensive  overseas  rates  - 
but  this  will  quickly  change.  Kaul 
says  be  welcomes  competition 
from  Cell  com,  which  provides 
cellular  phone  services  at  “ridicu- 
lous rates.  But  they  have  paid  for 
their  too-quick  entry  into  Israel 
with  a swarm  of  new  customers 
and  many  technical  problems.” 
He  also  thinks  it  was  a mistake 
forthe  ministry  to  have  adopted  a ■ 
technical  system  that  makes  it  im- 
possible to  use  their  cellular 
phones  in  Europe  as  well. 

Asked  about  criticism  of  the 
ministry's  decision  to  compensate 
Bezeq  for  “losses  due  to  competi- 
tion,” by  reducing  by  NIS  3 bil- 
lion the  royalties  Bezeq  must  pay 
the  Treasury,  Kaul  says  there 
isn't  a telecommunications  com- 
pany in  the  world  that  has  been 
forced  to  pay  8 percent  of  its 
profits  to  the  government  or  be- 
come as  “efficient  as  Bezeq.” 

Although  Kaul  and  Communi- 
cations Minister  Shulamit  Aloni 
have  their  differences  of  opinion 
(“She  doesn't  understand  the  nit- 
ty-gritty of  telecommunications, 
but  she  never  claimed  to,  yet  she 
does  understand  policy”),  he 
gives  her  credit  for  her  foreign 
initiatives.  “It  was  she  who  invit- 
ed me  to  go  along  on  her  trip  to 
India  a year  ago,  and  this  resulted 
in  our  establishing  a consortium 
to  build  a massive  telephone  in- 
frastructure.” He  also  gets  along 
famously  with  the  new  (media- 
shy)  Bezeq  chairman,  Gurion 
Meltzer,  a real  maven  in  telecom- 
munications who  was  a manager 
of  Tadiran. 

Another  “myth”  is  that  Bezeq 
staffers  are  rolling  in  money. 

“When  the  company  was  es- 
tablished, it  was  decided  to  raise 
their  ministry  salaries,  as  an  in-, 
centive,  by  30  percent.  Since 
then,  wages  have  been  raised  ex- 
actly according  to  increases  set  by 
the  govemment-Histadrut's  col- 
lective agreement. 

“These  have  been  raised  too 
high,  and  I've  been  demanding 
that  heads  of  public  companies  be 
allowed  to  set  salaries  indepen- 
dently according  to  their  needs.” 

Kaul  said  he  left  the  mail  ser- 
vices to  set  up  Bezeq  because  he 
envisioned  an  era  of  electronic 
communications  when  telephone 
lines  would  carry’  data,  pictures 
and  sound  simultaneously.  “It 
will  change  our  lives  fundamen- 
tally. People  will  increasingly  use 
their  homes  as  a base  for  their 
work,  and  there  will  be  a tremen- 
dous growth  in  leisure  time.  Vir- 
tual reality,  telemedicine  and 
personal  cellular  telephones  will 
be  in  common  usage.  It  will 
change  our  educational  systems, 
and  the  greatest  rewards  will  be 
for  people  who  know  how  to  ob- 
tain information  over  digital  net- 
works." 

As  for  the  “smart  cards"  that 
will  soon  come  to  Kupat  Holim 
Galit.  Kaul  says  he  kept  this 
agreement  secret,  even  from  his 
wife  - who  works  as  deputy  direc- 
tor of  the  Sharon  district  at  Ga- 
lit's  competitor  Maccabi.  “You 
can  see  that  professional  interests 
oome  first  when  it  comes  to 
Bezeq.”

Luckily,  Israel  has  a plethora 
of  talented  artisans,  potters,  car- 
penters. quflters,  silversmiths, 
painters  and  glassmakers. 

What  follows  is  a buyer's  guide 
to  the  work  of  a dozen  local  crafts- 
men. Some  sell  from  their  studios 
and  are  glad  to  create  a custom- 
made  work,  while  otters  have 
opened  snail  shops  and  are  pro- 
ducing on  a slightly -larger  scale.

KAKADU  WAS  founded  when 
Reyut  Shahar,  a classically 
schooled  carpenter  by  trade  and 
sculptor  by  hobby,  decided  to 
combine  her  crafts  to  earn  a liv- 
ing. After  designing  simple 
wooden  trays  painted  with  bright 
swaths  of  color  in  a variety  of 
sizes,  she  took  diem  to  the  annual 
Jerusalem  Grafts  Fair  and  sold 
out  in  one  day.  It  took  another 
year  to  convince  her  carpenter 
husband,  Aharon,  to  join  her  in 
the  venture.  Four  years  ago  Ka- 
kadu was  born. 

“The  main  idea  behind  Ka- 
kadu is  to  make  something  origi- 
nal, by  hand,  that  is  completely 
functional  and  industrial,"  em- 
phasizes Shahar.  Kakadu  has  40 
different  household  items  includ- 
ing bed  trays,  vases,  mugs,  boxes, 
coasters,  bowls,  napkin  holders 
and  place  mats,  all  made  of  dura- 
ble African  wood  or  Canadian 
pine,  laminated  for  easy  cleaning 
and  decorated  with  African-in- 
spired designs. 

Kakadu  now  employs  30  peo- 
ple in  a SOO^square-meter  factory 
that  was  formerly  a mosbav 
chicken  coop.  “We  really  have 
an  ideology  behind  our  work,” 
says  Shahar.  “We  want  to  show 
that  art  can  come  to  people  in  all 
kinds  of  ways,  not  just  by  going 


AYELET  YANNAI  buys  recy- 
cled paper  in  bulk  and  creates 
one-of-a-kind  calendars,  message 
boards,  notebooks  and  pocket- 
size  address  books  (in  both  En- 
glish and  Hebrew). 

Each  piece  incorporates  sten- 
cils of  flowers,  geometric  shapes 
or  Asian  images,  with  the  look 
and  feelrof  antique  woodcuts,  giv- 
en the  color  and  texture  of  the 
paints  on  rough  but  substantial 
brown  recycled  paper. 

The  notebooks  and  pads  are  all 
standard  sizes  and  easily  refilled.

QUILTING  USUALLY  brings 
to  mind  Betsy  Ross  and  Little 
House  on  the  Prairie , but  not 
when  viewing  Tali  Bhmman's 
distinctly  patterned  Near  Eastern 
pillows,  defiling,  mirrors  and  jew- 
elry.

IF  UGO  LUZZATI  could  rewrite 
history,  Abraham  would  have 
hung  a nameplate  on  his  tent  flap 
to  welcome  those  first  visitors.  “I 
think  nameplates  are  a very  Is- 
raeli tradition,”  says  Luzzati,  a 
graphic  designer  from  Genoa,  It- 
aly. “It's  because  of  file  character 
of  the  people  [here],  they  don’t 
fear  putting  their  name  on  the 
door;  it’s  a way  of  welcoming 
people  to  your  home.”

ARYEH  OFIR  and  Yonah  Sheri 
had  several  concepts  in  mind 
when  opening  file  Otenta  Gallery 
three  years  ago:  to  sell  loach 
crafts  in  an  art  gallery  atmo- 
sphere, to  market  and  export 
local-made  crafts  and  to  present 
the  work  of  36  artists  on  a rotat- 
ing basis.  . 

In  Otenta,  presentation  is  at  a 
premium.  Each  artist  has  a num- 
ber of  shelves  in  tbe  brightly  lit 
glass  cabinets. 

“This  is  a group  of  artists  cho-

While  I certainly  do 
not  faww  all  the  facts  in  the  case 
And  it  3s  .not  my  place  to  pass 
lodgment  on  . the  man  or  his  ac- 
tions , I am  struck  by  the  fact  that 
this  seemed  like  another  sad 
symptom  of  our  times;  the  dijft 
towanfe  pointless  violence  in  oar 
soaety.  Fights  among  neighbors 
don!t  occurin  a vacuum.  They 
happen  in  the  context  of  a 
soaety. 

Today,  wherever  .one  goes, 
wffenever  one  turns  on  the  televi- 
sion or  radio  or  opens  a newspa- 
per, one  Is  confronted  with  vio- 
lence, with  defiance  of  the 
government  and  the  rule  of  law. 
It  comes  from  the  settlers  on  the 

West  Bank,  from  members  of  the 
Knesset,  from  rabbis  addressing 
their  followers  in  synagogues  or 
political  rallies.  .One  might  get 
the  impression  that  the  law  exists  ■ 
in  ortfer  to  be  broken,  and  the 
government  in  order  to  be  resist- 
ed and  toppled. 

In  a country  of  our  own,  creat- 
ed, in  part,  as  a response  to  geno- 
cide and  to  ensure  that  our  peo- 


ple will  never  again  be  threat- 
ened with  extinction  because  of 
the  hatred  of  others,  we  have 
turned  the  hatred  toward  our- 
selves. 

_ From  the  beginning,  the 
threats  to  our  existence  have 
been  real  and  constant  and  we 
have  needed  to  employ  disci- 
plined force,  directed  at  our  de- 
clared enemies,  against  whom  we 
had  no  choice  but  to  fight.  That 
we  are  morally  and  legally  justi- 
fied in  using  military  force  is 
dear.  We  are  not  a violent  sod- 
ety,  but  for  the  sake  of  onr  own 
survival  we  must  defend  our- 
selves to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

Times  are  changing.  We  still 
have  enemies  outside  our  bor- 
ders, but  they  can  no  longer 
threaten  us  with  imminent  de- 
struction. A few  thousand  Hamas 
or  Hizbullah  terrorists  cannot 
throw  us  into  the  sea.  And  yet, 
gradually,  we  are  becoming  not 
less  violent  but  more  so.  The  an-, 
ger  once  directed  at  our  external 
enemies  has  been  turned  inward. 
The  corses  and  slurs  beard  in  the 
chambers  and  corridors  of  the 
Knesset  boggle  the  mind.  I often 
ask  myself  bow  we  have  come  to 
this  point  and  I can  find  no  dear 
answer.  I dunk  there  have  beat 
several  contributing  factors.

: Sperb  might  have  pot  another 
question  to  has  Diaspora  listen- 
ers. In-fact,  one  may  ask  this 
question  of  all  Diaspora  Jews 
who  are  displeased  with  one  as- 
pect or  other  of  our  conduct  here, 
especially  those  who  are  Ortho- 
dox. For  them  the  Return  to  Zion 
is  not  merely  a matter  of  a haven 
for  persecuted  Jews  or  a search 
for  a “better  lifestyle,”  but  an 
article  of  faith.  That  multi-facet- 
ed question  is: 

- what  sort  of  Israel  are  you  en- 
titled to  expect  in  light  of  your 
failure  to  Eve  among  us  here 
sharing,  in  the  most  immediate 
way,  our  hopes  and  fears,  our 
fulfillments  and  disappointments, 
our  pleasures  and  pains? 

What  sort  of  Israel  are  you  en- 
titled to  expect  in  light  of  your 
failure  to  Eve  among  us  here 
bringing  your  influence  to  bear 
on  the  course  of  minor  and  major 
happenings  in  our  day-to-day 
life,  serving  on  committees,  run- 
ning for  office,  participating  in 
our  demonstrations  or  counter- 
demonstrations,  writing  or  tele- 
phoning your  views  to  our  politi- 
cians and  news-media  editors, 
voting  in  onr  elections? 

Prof-  Emil  Fackenheim  of  Je- 
rusalem, one  of  two  non-RCA, 
non-Orthodox  speakers  (the  oth- 
er was  Prof.  EEezer  Schweid  of 
Jerusalem),  gave  the  answer:  The 
Jewish  people  isn’t  taking  the  no- 
tion of  the  Return  seriously. 

Not  even  the  Orthodox  Zion- 
ists. 

Let  them  consider  what  Israel  s 
social,  religious,  political,  legal 
etc.  culture  would  be  Eke  today  if 
their  teachers,  they,  their  con- 
temporaries and  their  younger 
stKxyfifiors  and  their  communities 
had'  been  coming  here  through- 


out the  past  century,  and  in  a 
shibboleth  rather  than  in  the  mil- 
dest and  slenderest  of  rivulets.

The  best  way  to  have  things  run 
your  way  is  to  come  here  in  num- 
bers large  enough  to  impose  your 
wiE  on  ns. 

HAIFA’S  ASHKENAZI  Chief 
RabbLShe’ar  Yashuv  Cohen  took 
upon  himself  and  his  colleagues 
responsibility  for  much  of  what 
they  - and  many  non-Orthodox 
people,  too -consider  the  defects 
of  our  ethos  and  culture. 

He  said  the  Orthodox  leader- 
ship should  be  creating  “tasteful 
leisure-time  activities”  that 
would  draw  the  non-observant 
public,  especially  the  youth  who, 
“in  the  existent  spiritual  and  cul- 
tural vacuum,”  are  drawn  to 
Arad-  and  Yarkon  Park-style 
rock  concerts. 

Prof.  Shalom  Rosenberg  of  Je- 
rusalem thought  the  Israeli  Jew- 
ish masses  have  a strong  affinity 
to  Jewish  tradition,  but  not  those 
“who  determine  the  tODe  of  the 
public  square,”  especially  the 
people  in  the  mass  media. 

He  urged  the  Orthodox  leader- 
ship to  make  greater  efforts  to 
train  people  for  work  in  the  mass 
media  and  other  professions 
where  they  will  be  able  to  influ- 
ence our  cultural  tone  .and  level. 

He  also  said  that  if  the  Ortho- 
dox here  wish  to  have  greater 
influence  on  the  general  society, 
they  most  deal  creatively  with 
ethical  issues  and  such  sodo-reE- 
gious  issues  as  the  thousands  of 
men  refusing  to  grant  their  wives 
a get  (reEgious  divorce)  and  the 
thousands  of  women  who  hence 
are  not  free  to  remarry. 

Rabbi  Prof.  Moshe  Tendlcr  of 
Mousey,  New  York,  vigorously 
seconded  Rosenberg’s  caD  to  the 
rabbis  to  speak  up. 

Concerning  the  communica- 
tions media,  however,  he  said: 
“We  have  no  time  to  capture  the 
mass  media,  so  let's  just  do 
what’s  right  concerning  the  holy 
way  of  life  we  are  mandated  to 
Eve  in  Eretz  Yisrael,  and  the  me- 
dia as  they  are  will  report  it.” 
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There  is  no  Israel  on  Arab  maps 


have  eased,  we  have  begun  to 
forget  who  we  are  and  from 
where  we've  come.  Too  much  has 
changed  too  fast.  Onr  values 
have  eroded;  respect,  restraint, 
modesty  and  a willingness  to 
make  sacrifices  are  qualities  that 
are  becoming  things  of  our  past 
The  effects  can  be  seen  all  around 
us  - among  our  top  politicians 
and  ordinary  citizens. 

How  are  we  to  solve  this  prob- 
lem? The  solution  may  lie  primari- 
ly in  education,  but  it  is  not  only  in 
our  schools  and  universities  that 
tolerance  and  values  should  be 
taught.  Government  and  the  me- 
dia need  to  be  educated  as  well. 
We  must,  as  a society,  relearn  the 
value  of  rivflity  in  our  discourse 
with  one  another.  We  must  de- 
mand a higher  standard  of  behav- 
ior and  a greater  understanding  of 
the  basic  rights  of  others  from  ev- 
ery member  of  our  community: 
our  neighbors  and  friends,  soldiers 
and  leaders,  the  Orthodox  and  the 
non-Orthodox,  those  on  the  left 
and  those  cm  the  right. 

Israel  was  founded  in  order  to 
provide  a safe  and  democratic 
home  and  haven  for  the  Jewish 
people  - all  Jews.  We  cannot  af- 
ford to  lose  sight  of  our  basic 
values.  This  threat  from  within 
our  borders  can  imperil  our  con- 
tinued existence  as  surely  as  a 
threat  from  without. 


WHEN  asked  to  comment 
on  the  Arafat  tapes, 
American  Consul-Gen- 
eral Edward  Abington,  ifl  Jerusa- 
lem (a  stateless  city  between  the 
Jordan  River  and  the  Mediterra- 
nean, according... to  the  State  De- 
partment), gives  a standard  re- 
ply: the  offensive  passages  (the 
calls  for  jihad,  the  glorification  of 
terrorist  martyrs,  the  comparison 
of  Oslo  to  broken  peace  agree- 
ments in  Moslem  history,  the 
oath  to  capture  Jerusalem,  etc.) 
have  been  taken  out  of  context 
A consulate  memo  »icn  contains 
this  explanation. 

This  tired  excuse  is  of  course 
plain  silly.  The  speeches  are 
available  in  their  entirety,  and 
nothing  Arafat  says  dispels  the 
impression  that  he  supports  acts 
of  terrorism,  lionizes  their  perpe- 
trators, considers  Oslo  a tempo- 
rary, cancellable  pact  and  ad- 
heres to  the  1974  PLO  plan  of 
destroying  Israel  in  phases. 

In  fact,  it  is  precisely  the  con- 
text in  which  Arafat’s  speeches 
are  made  which  makes  them  omi- 
nous. For  they  are  in  time  not 
only  with  the  PLO  covenant  and 
what  is  euphemistically  called 
Che  “armed  struggle,”  but  with 
prevailing  attitudes  throughout 
the  Arab  world. 

Perhaps  most  symptomatic  of 
these  attitudes  is  something  the 
media  never  mention:  that  no 
Arab  state,  mduding  Egypt  and 
Jordan,  issues  a map  containing 
the  name  of  Israel. 

The  case  of  the  Egyptian  book- 
let of  proposed  regional  projects 
distributed  at  the  Casablanca 
conference  - in  which  afl  maps  of 
the  region  omit  the  name  Israel  - 
was  never  reported  by  the  world 
press.  Nor  has  a single  journalist 
seen  fit  to  mention,  anywhere, 
that  for  Arab  schoolchildren  any- 
where outside  of  Green  Line  Is- 
rael, the  State  of  Israel  does  not 
exist  on  a map. 

Arguably  the  most  egregious 
Arab  map  is  one  issued  in  1988  by 
the  Arab  Studies  Society,  a re- 
search center  headed  by  Arafat’s 
“minister  without  portfolio”  Fai- 
sal HusseinL  On  sale  in  all  Arab 
bookstores  in  Jerusalem,  it  is  dis- 
played in  Arab  schools  both  in 
Jerusalem  and  the  territories. 

The  Committee  for  Accuracy 
in  Middle  East  Reporting  in 
America  (CAMERA)  features 
an  article  in  its  Fail  1995  newslet- 
ter which  describes  the  map: 
“Entitled  ‘Palestine,’  the  map 
designates  Israeli  towns  and  cities 
as  ‘settlements.’  E distinguishes 
only  three  Jewish  communities 
beyond  the  Green  Line  and 
erases  every  Jewish  religious  site 
while  identifying  Moslem  and 
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Christian  ones.  Heading  the 
maps  department  at  the  Arab 
Studies'  Society,  which  publishes 
the  map,,  is  Khalil  Thfckji,  a Pal- 
estinian geographer  widely 
quoted  by  American  journalists 
as  an  expert  on  Palestinian  popu- 
lation and  territorial  issues. 

“Although  the  map  claims  to 
' represent  ‘geographical  places  as 
they  were  in  1945  and  develop- 
ments and  changes  which  oc- 
curred there  since  then,'  it  omits 
hundreds  of  Jewish  towns  and  vil- 
lages. Kfar  Saba,  a town  of 
60,000,  is  identified  as  an  Arab 
village.  Ashdod,  a city  of  90,000, 
is  omitted  altogether.  The  town 
of  Afula  is  called  an  Arab  village 
deserted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
20th  century.  Tel  Aviv  is  a tiny 
nameplace  dwarfed  by  a vastly 
larger  Jaffa.  There  is  no  Eilat,  no 
Beit  She  mesh,  and  so  on. 

“Omitting  the  half  million  resi- 
dents of  modern  Jerusalem,  a 
symbol  demarcates  only  the  Old 
City  as  Jerusalem,  the  capital  of 
‘Palestine.*  Numerous  Christian 
reEgious 'rites  are  situated  near- 
by, but  there  is  no  Jewish  pres- 
ence whatever.  This  cleansing  of 
Jews  from  the  West  Bank,  as  well 
as  from  large  areas  of  Israel  in- 
side the  Green  Line,  betrays  an 
alarming  continuation  of  the 
Arab  campaign,  despite  the 
peace  negotiations,  to  delegiti- 
mize  Jewish  historical  and  reli- 
gious claims  in  the  region. 

“JournaEstic  indifference  to 
the  story  - no  American  media 
outlet  covered  it  - effectively  en- 
courages the  continuing  sale  of 
the  map.  American  journalists 
who  have  cited  Tufakji  on  land 
and  building  issues  without  any 
indication  that  his  assertions 
might  be  partisan  and  question- 
able are:  Barton  Gellman,  Wash- 
ington Post,  June  26,  1995; 
Elaine  Fletcher,  San  Francisco 
Examiner,  June  19,  1995;  Amy 
Dockser  Marcus,  Wall  Street 
Journal,  June  6,  1995;  Ben  Lyn- 
field,  UPI,  May  26,  1995;  Ethan 
Brenner,  Boston  Globe.  January 
30.  1995;  Gwen  Ackerman,  AP, 
January  16, 1995;  Caryl  Murphy, 
Washington  Post,  December  13, 
1995;  Charles  Holmes,  Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution,  May  20, 
1994;  David  Hoffman.  Washing- 
ton Post,  January  26, 1994;  Clyde 
Haberman,  New  York  Times, 
April  4,  1993. 

“Only  one  journalist,  Deborah 
Horan,  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  (March  1995),  also  in- 
cluded the  views  of  Israelis  genu- 


inely expert  on  the  topic  of  legal 
claims  to  disputed  land.  Could 
she  share  her  rolodex  with  her 
colleagues?” 

ANOTHER  ASHRAWI  ODE 

Adding  to  the  endless  string  of 
its  anti-Israel  propaganda  shows, 
the  BBC  screened  an  hour-long 
program  about  Hanan  Ashrawi 
earlier  this  month.  The  best  thing 
that  can  be  said  about  the  pro- 
gram is  that  it  is  an  embarrassing, 
crashing  bore,  the  kind  of  cult-of- 
personality  exercise  which  even 
the  Soviets  stopped  producing  in 
the  empire's  last  days. 

If  there  is  any  merit  in  the 
show,  it  is  that  it  enables  the  ob- 
servant viewer  to  notice 
Ashrawi’s  spacious  home  and 
state-of-the-art  offices  - all  under 
the  “Nazi-like  Israeti  oppres- 
sion” she  and  her  colleagues  so 
often  bewail.  Sometimes 
Ashrawi,  whose  faith  in  her  audi- 
ence's guflibiEty  is  infinite,  also 
provides  comic  relief. 

This  time  she  did  not  claim,  as 
she  did  in  Madrid  in  1991,  that 
she  is  a descendant  of  the  first 
Christians.  (Someone  must  have 
told  her  that  this  means  she  is 
Jewish.)  Instead,  she  revealed 
that  her  father  had  served  in  the 
“Palestine  army.” 

Now  those  200  adoring  corre- 
spondents who  cheered  her  claim 
to  disciple-ancestry  in  Madrid  will 
undoubtedly  believe  that  such  a 
thing  as  a stale  of  Palestine  once 
existed,  and  that  it  had  an  army. 

It  may  be  foolish  to  expect  a 
BBC  program  to  introduce  a crit- 
ical voice  into  this  paean  - some- 
one,let  us  say,  who  would  make 
the  pertinent  observation  that  all 
her  efforts  on  behalf  of  human 
rights  have  been  totally  ignored 
by  Chairman  Arafat  and  fas  des- 
potic regime.  Nor  should  one  ex- 
pect the  BBC  to  introduce  the 
program  with  the  news  that 
Ashrawi  has  been  forced  out  of 
the  committee  on  human  rights 
she  headed  by  the  Palestinian 
Authority. 

But  one  does  wonder  how  it  is 
possible  for  a network  with  the 
BBCs  exalted  reputation  to  pro- 
duce one  anti-Israel  tract  after 
another  without  even  pretending 
to  present  a show  from  Israel's 
vantage  point.  Not,  heaven  for- 
fend,  a program  favorable  to  Is- 
rael; just  one  in  which  voices  oth- 
er than  those  of  Yossi  Sarid  and 
Ehud  Sprinzak  are  heard. 

On  second  thought,  such  a pro- 
gram would  constitute  a drastic 


departure  from  what  has  become 
a hallowed  BBC  tradition.  Last 
May,  the  Loudon  Jewish  Chroni- 
cle published  a report  by  Simon 
Rocker  on  the  BBC’s  refusal  to 
broadcast  in  Yiddish  during  the 
war  (though  it  broadcast  in  such 
less-ttan-mainstream  languages 
as  Icelandic  and  the  Luxembourg 
patois): 

“Internal  BBC  records  also 
show  that  the  Foreign  Office  had 
a hand  in  rejecting  the  idea  of 
Yiddish  and  Hebrew  broadcasts. 
Even  a plea  from  the  Polish  un- 
derground for  Jewisb-language 
broadcasts  fell  on  deaf  ears... 

“Journalist  and  Zionist  activist 
Laden  Harris  lobbied  for  the  use 
of  Yiddish  and  Hebrew. 

“Undeterred  by  an  initial  re- 
buff he  wrote  again  to  the  BBC's 
director  of  European  services  in 
September,  1941:  *If  they  [Jews 
in  the  war  zone]  knew  that  En- 
gland was  broadcasting  in  their 
language,  this  would  at  once  psy- 
chologically strengthen  their 
resistance.’- 

“The  Foreign  Office  - wishing 
to  play  down  any  idea  of  Jewish 
nationalism  - said  that  using  the 
language  would  endorse  the 
‘German  theory  of  Jewish 
nationaEty.’  " 

Perhaps  this  is  why  the  BBC  is 
so  reluctant  to  do  a positive  pro- 
gram on  Israel.  It  may  endorse 
the  German  theory  of  Jewish 
nationaEty... 

MORAL  EQUIVALENCE 

Uzi  Benznnan  is  one  of  the 
more  balanced  left-wing  colum- 
nists in  the  Hebrew  daily  Ha'ar- 
etz.  But  even  he  can’t  help  laps- 
ing into  the  kind  of  analogy  which 
should  make  the  blood  of  self- 
respecting  Israelis  curdle.  Com- 
menting (September  15)  on  a re- 
mark by  government  secretary  - 
Shmuel  Hollander,  who  had  told 
Orthodox  American  rabbis  that 
“the  nation's  unity  is  more  im- 
portant than  the  peace  process,” 
Benztman  wrote,  “Some  voice 
what's  in  their  heart  in  a Johan- 
nesburg mosque,  others  do  it  in  a 
Fifth  Avenue  synagogue.” 

It  takes  a very  special  kind  of 
moral  bankruptcy  to  compare 
Arafat's  call  for  jihad  with  a gov- 
ernment official's  declared  pref- 
erence for  national  unity  over  die 
“peace  process.”  But  as  in  the 
days  of  the  Comintern,  some  col-  < 
umnists  feel  that  the  world  is  di- 
vided into  good  guys  who  follow 
the  party  line  and  bad  ones  who 
don’t.  What  makes  this  particu- 
larly ludicrous  is  that  the  PLO 
boss  can  really  affect  the  fate  of  v 
the  process,  while  Hollander,  an 
appointed  government  bureau- 
crat, is  powerless. 


Israel  is  where  (he  New  Year  really  happens 
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O a transcontinental  traveler  who  loves 
to  spend  the  holidays  in  Israel,  Rush 
Hashana  is  probably  far  down  on  the 
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But  after  spending  the  past  12  Rosh  Ha- 
Aanas  here,  I am  convinced  that  the  differ- 
ences between  a Rosh  Hashana  in  the  Diaspo- 
ra and  a Rosh  Hashana  in  Israel  are  so 
important  that  travelers  may  want  to  recon- 
sider their  priorities.  Indeed,  only  in  Israel  is 
it  possible  to  truly  experience  the  Kingship  of 
the  Jewish  New  Year. 

The  key  to  understanding  Rosh  Hashana 
lies  in  the  essential  symbol  of  the  day,  the 
ram’s  horn  ( shofar ). 

The  shofar  produces  two  baric  sounds,  the 
long,  uninterrupted  blast  (t ’fdya)  and  the  bro- 
ken, sighing,  sobbing  cry  (trim  or  sh’varim). 

The  Torah  assigns  these  sounds  two' specific 
functions.  The  Israelites  are  commanded  to 
make  sflver  trumpets  which  “...shall  be  used 
to  assemble  the  community  and  to  make  the 
camps  break  camp  for  thdr  journeys.”  (Num- 
bers l(h2) 

The  text  goes  on  to  explain  that  when  the 
trumpets  are  sounded  with  a long  blast, 
“...the  entire  community  shall  assemble..." 
(10:3)  But  when  the  encampments  must  get 
ready  to  break  camp,  “...you  sound  a short 
series  of  notes...”  (10:5)  The  instructions  are 
then  repeated. 

In  the  context  of  the  thya  sound  for  assem- 
bling the  community,  die  word  the  Torah 
chooses  for  community  is  eda,  which  literally 
means  “witness.”  The  purpose  of  a witness  is 
in  the  testimony  he  beats.  Hence,  the  shofar 
blast  required  by  the  Torah  is  the  thy  a,  the 
long  uninterrupted  sound  which  signifies  clar- 
ity, unity,  purpose,  conviction. 

Jjhort,  sobbing  sound  is  called  for 
camp,  which  in  biblical  terms 
has  the  connotation  of  going  to  war;  At  such 
times,  the  Torah  commanded  the  sound  of 
trua.  When  one’s  life  is  in  danger,  breath 
quickens,  anxiety  increases,  blood  pulses;  all 


of  this  is  expressed  in  the  sbofar’s  wails. 

In  light  of  these  two  different  functions  of 
the  shofar,  the  two  aspects  of  Rosh  Hashana 
become  clearer. 

On  one  level,  Rosh  Hashana  is  the  begin- 
ning of  a new  year,  a reminder  of  the  the 
transience  of  existence,  of  human  mortality. 

In  this  sense.  Rosh  Hashana  is  like  a war,  a 
struggle  for  survival.  We’re  breaking  camp, 
from  Hill  5755  to  Hill  5756.  We  don’t  know  if 
we’ll  make  it,  and  if  we.  do,  in  what  condition. 
The  trim  sound  is  the  cry  for -life,  for  exis- 
tence, an  imprecation  to  be  judged  worthy  of 
another  year. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  to  Rosh  Ha- 
shana. the  tldya  sound  of  jubilance  and 
confidence. 

A soldier  cannot  crawl  from  hffl  to  hill,  camp 
to  camp,  without  eventually  asking  about  the 
purpose  of-all  this  struggling.  Why  am  I fighting 
this  battle  to  win  another  year  of  life?  Is  it  only 
to  sit  and  protect  yet  another  fan? 

Rosh  Hashana  is  not  only  the  Day  of  Judg- 
ment of  life  and  death,  of  battles  and  bruises. 
It  is  also  the  Day  of  Remembrance,  and  the 
Festival  of  Divine  Kingship.  We  wage  the 
battle  for  Efe  in  order  to  establish  the  King- 
ship of  God  - malchuyot  - the  very  heart  of 
Rosh  Hashana. 

In  the  Diaspora  so  much  of  being  Jewish 
concerns  sheer  survival,  be  it  the  walled-in 
mentality  of  keeping  the  majority  culture  out 
at  all  costs,  or  the  desperation  of  others  who, 
having  embraced  that  culture  with  aU  their 
hearts  and  souls,  now  devote  much  of  their 
strength  to  the  battle  against  intermarriage. 

If  this  is  what  preoccupies-worid  Jewry  on 
Rosh  Hashana,  it  is  inevitable  that  the  trua 
sound,  becomes  the  thematic  element  of  the 
festival. 


Israel,  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  Kingship  of  Israel,  the  first  step 
towards  the  establishment  of  the  Kingship  of 
God.  As  a sovereign  state,  we  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  as  witnesses  to  the  world,  as  a 
light  unto  the  nations.  Here  we  assume  Jewish 
survival,  and  dream  of  Jewish  Redemption. 

In  sum,  Rosh  Hashana  in  the  Diaspora 
deals  mainly  with  the  trua  vibrations  of  exis- 
tence, the  goals  of  life,  health  and  sustenance; 
Rosh  Hashana  in  Israel  sounds  like  the  fkiya 
blasts,  which  soar  upwards,  towards  an  ulti- 
mate Redemption,  which  is  the  deepest  rea- 
son for  our  being. 

Y.L.  Peretz  tells  the  tragic  and  profound 
story  of  Bontsche  Schweig,  Bontsche  the  Si- 
lent, whose  life  oq  earth  consisted  of  suffer- 
ing, shame  and  persecution,  but  — since  he 
never  spoke  out  against  God  or  man  — be  is 
given  a hero’s  welcome  when  he  arrives  at  the 
Garden  of  Eden.  “Your  forbearance  and  pi- 
ety make  you  deserving  of  any  reward  you 
desire.  Request  anything  and  it  shall  be  grant- 
ed,” declares  the  Almighty.  Bontsche  thinks 
at  great  length,  and  finally  asks:  “Then 
please,  God.  provide  me  each  morning  with  a 
fresh  roll  and  butter.” 

The  story  concludes:  the  Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney Angel  smiles  a mordant  smile  of  triumph; 
the  Defense  Attorney  Angel  fades  fas  face  in 
shame.  And  God  Himself  weeps. 

Peretz  is  expressing  the  tragedy  of  a world 
which  has  robbed  the  Jew  of  fas  historical 
dreams,  fas  ability  to  strive  for  ultimate 
ideals.  Bontsche  could  have  achieved  world 
redemption;  he  was  only  capable  of  grasping 
for  a roll  and  butter. 

On  Rosh  Hashana,  even  the  best  Jews  of 
the  Diaspora  concentrate  on  “Bontscfaak” 
goals,  generally  bound  up  with  physical  well- 
being and  comforts. 

In  Israel,  we  dare  reach  for  Kingship,  cove- 
nant, fulfillment,  Messianic  return. 

May  onr  prayers  be  granted!

Battle  of 
the  romantics

WORLD  champion  Garry 
Kasparov  started  out  as 
the  clear  favorite  to  re- 
tain his  title  against  Indian  dial- . 
lenger  Viswanathan  Anand  in  the 
Professional  Chess  Association 
world  championships,  which 
opened  recently  in  New  York. 
But  the  first  two  games  in  the  20- 
match  series  - played  in  a sound- 
proof glass  booth  on  the  107th- 
fioor  observation  deck  of  the 
World  Trade  Center  - ended  in 
draws. 

In  his  last  title  defense  against 
England's  Nigel  Short.  Ka- 
sparov, 32,  blew  his  opponent 
away  with  three  victories  in  the 
first  four  games.  Short  never  re- 
covered. 

In  his  second  game  with  the  25- 
year-old  Anand,  Kasparov,  play- 
ing White,  tried  to  surprise  his 
opponent  with  an  unusual  open- 
ing line,  playing  l.d4  instead  of 
his  usual  l.e4.  The  game,  which 
disappointed  many  observers, 
moved  into  a Nimzo- Indian  de- 
fense and  ended  in  a bland  draw 
after  29  moves. 

Analysts  believe  that  the  long- 
er Anand  can  survive,  the  greater 
his  chances  to  cause  a sensational 
upset.  He  would  then  claim  the 
■SI  million  winner's  purse  and 
leave  Kasparov  to  collect  the 
$500,000  prize  for  the  loser. 

Kasparov  succeeded  in  defeat- 
ing the  Soviet  school  of  scientific 
chess  by'  adopting  a romantic  ap- 
proach. All-out  attacks  with 
hanging  pieces  and  loose  pawns 
are  an  unmistakable  characteris- 
tic of  his  flamboyant  style.  But  in 
Anand,  Kasparov  faces  another 
swashbuckling  romantic. 

An  intriguing  feature  of  this 
encounter  is  Kasparov's  bril- 
liance with  the  White  pieces  and 
Anand’s  resilience  as  Black. 
Over  his  last  two  title  defenses, 
Kasparov  did  not  lose  a single 
game  with  White.  Anand  is  one 
of  the  privileged  few  to  have  in- 
flicted such  a wound  on  the 
champion.

OF  aD  the  fruits  that  grow 
abundantly  ip  Israel, 
there  are  perhaps  none 
that  so  dearly  speak  of  the  chang- 
ing season,  the  end  of  summer 
and  the  beginning  of  a new  year 
as  do  pomegranates.  At  this  sea- 
son they  dominate  the  fruit  plate. 

Pomegranates  are  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  trees  in  the  coun- 
try.

NATURE 
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use  the  pomegranate  as  a symbol 
of  fertility,  because  the  fruit  car- 
ries within  it  a multitude  of  the 
seeds  of  coining  generations. 

POMEGRANATES  are  also 
used  in  folk  medicine.  The  rind  of 
the  fruit,  when  steeped  and  taken 
as  a tea,  is  a most  effective  reme- 
dy for  dysentery.  Rich  in  iron, 
the  pomegranate,  or  rimon  as  it  is 
known  in  Hebrew,  is  often  pre- 
scribed for  anemia  and  to 
strengthen  patients  after  blood 
loss.  Eating  pomegranates  is  rec- 
ommended by  herbalists  as  an  aid 
in  treating  fertility  problems  as 
well  and  babies  are  often  given 
pomegranate  juice  to  help  ward 
off  summer  digestive  disorders. 

The  pomegranate  is  of  special 
value  also  because,  unlike  most 
other  summer  fruits,  it  keeps  well 
and  if  properly  stored  is  filled 
with  fresh,  juicy  seeds  for  several 
months.

vantages  of  fresh  fruit  in  sailors' 
diet  were  recognized  in  Europe- 
an countries,  the  pomegranate 
was  listed  among  the  stores  of 
ancient  Mediterranean  sailing 
ships.  It  grows  all  around  the 
Mediterranean  basin  and  since  it 
travels  well  was  also  exported  to 
Egypt  on  the  same  ships. 

This  versatile  fruit  can  be  used 
in  many  ways.  Of  course,  one 
may  eat  it  fresh  or  drink  its  juice. 
Boiled  with  sugar  it  makes  a syr- 
up for  refreshing  summer  drinks. 
Fermented,  it  produces  a fine 
semi-dry  wine  and  mixed  with 
sugar  and  cornflour,  a pudding  to 
be  remembered. 

Several  varieties  of  this  fruit 
have  been  developed  and  are 
available  in  plant  nurseries. 
Some  varieties  are  extra  sweet  (if 
somewhat  bland),  most  are 
sweet-sour  and  tangy  while  one 
variety  - used  more  for  medicinal 
purposes  than  for  food  - is  defi- 
nitely sour.

Twachtman  emerged  from  his 
idyll  to  teach,  and  before  long  an 
art  colony  brought  new  color  to 
the  shores  of  an  old  fishing  and 
shipping  village  in  Cos  Cob.  now 
part  of  Greenwich. 

Artists  boarded  and  painted  at 
the  Holley  House,  now  known  as 
the  Bush-Holley  House  Museum. 
(The  namesake  fanner,  David 
Bush,  is  no  relation  to  former 
president  George  Bush,  whose 
family,  lived  in  Greenwich.) 

It.  is  a 1732-saltbox  adorned 
with  beautiful  porches  and  front- 
ed by  abundant  lilacs  that  kept 
painters  busy  with  scenes  of  na- 
ture and  domesticity.  The  nearby 
harbor  and  its  shipyards  also  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  painters. 

TODAY  THE  rustic  boat  yards 
are  gone.  The  sleek  masts  of 
pleasure  craft  moored  at  the  Riv- 
erside Yacht  Club  now  rise  near- 
by, and  Interstate  Highway  95 
soars  overhead,  with  the  Mi  an  us 
River  Bridge  spanning  Strickland 
Brook  in  front  of  the  bouse. 

The  house  was  slated  to  be  de- 
stroyed to  make  way  for  1-95  but 
was  saved  by  the  Greenwich  His- 
torical Society,  which  set  about 
restoring  the  home  to  its  18th 
century  appearance.  Back  then, 
in  the  '50s,  the  impressionist  era- 
which  peaked  from  roughly  1890 
to  about  1915,  though  it  remains 
a popular  style  for  some  Ameri- 
can artists  - seemed  too  recent  to 
be  of  historic  significance. 

But  as  the  impressionist  era  be- 


painted  by  the  impressionists  are 
gone,  though  the  old  neighbor- 
hood lives  on  in  some  of  the 
paintings  hanging  in  the  Bush- 
Holley  House  Museum.  But  the 
many  lilac  bushes  still  bloom  in 
May,  and  the  upper  porch  that 
was  part  of  another  tableau  paint- 
ed by  Hassam  and  others  still  of- 
fers a fine  vantage  point  of  the 
local  surroundings. 

But  it  wasn't  long  before  the 
art  scene  moved  on.  Old  Lyme 
became  the  next  “in"  place,  and 
impressionist  artists  congregated 
at  Florence  Griswold’s  home,  a 
Greek  temple  of  a place  that  be- 
came a boarding  bouse  and  art 
colony. 

The  house  is  now  the  Florence 
Griswold  Museum,  preserving 
works  by  American  impression- 
ists and  the  restored  (and  relo- 
cated) studio  of  painter  William 
Chadwick. 

The  house  and  Old  Lyme  had 
been  discovered  by  artists  before 
impressionism  made  much  of  an 
impact.  Henry  Ward  Ranger 
found  the  town  while  searching 
for  a place  that  had  the  medita- 
tive aspect  of  the  French  forest  of 
Fontainebleau  and  the  effusive, 
hazy  light  of  the  Dutch  Low- 
lands. He  also  foond  the  chance 
to  begin  an  art  colony  of  his  own. 

And  that's  just  what  he  had 
until  1903,  when  Hassam  hap- 
pened by,  bringing  with  him  the 
vision  of  an  impressionist.  Soon 
the  efforts  of  the  art  colony 
turned  to  impressionism.  It 
wasn't  long  before  the  Griswold 
house,  and  the  fields,  marshes 
and  gardens  surrounding  it,  be- 
came the  Giverny  of 
Connecticut. 

Painters  left  their  mark  on  the 
Griswold  house  in  a unique  way: 
those  who  were  accepted  as  part 
of  the  colony's  artistic  fraternity 
were  invited  to  paint  one  or  more

Herod’s  city  breathes  again 


Anew  view  of  the  magnifi- 
cence of  Herodian  Jeru- 
salem will  be  on  display 
for  visitors  during  Succot.  it  is 
part  of  a series  of  tours  planned 
in  conjunction  with  the  Jerusa- 
lem 3000  celebrations. 

The  tours,  organized  by  the 
Archeological  Center  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Society  for  the  Pres- 
ervation of  Nature  in  Israel,  in- 
clude the  Western  Wall 
excavations,  the  Gty  of  David 
and  Hezekiah's  Tunnel. 

For  the  first  time,  visitors  can 
have  a look  at  the  excavations 
west  of  the  road  going  through 
the  Dung  Gate.  Here  one  can  see 
a Mameluke/Crosader  house  and 
garden,  a Roman  cardo,  and  the 
drainage  system  that  served  the 
area  in  this  period. 

Most  impressive  in  this  area  is 
an  Omayyad  gate  - the  Gate  of 
the  Leatherworkeis  - which  has 
been  reopened.  Mild  Waisman, 
director  of  the  Archeological 
Center,  says  that  the  gate  is  to 
serve  as  a pedestrian  passageway. 

However,  all  this  pales  in  com- 
parison with  the  continued  un- 
covering of  monumental  remains 
adjacent  to  the  southern  end  of 
the  Western  Wall  in  the  excava- 
tion directed  by  Dr.  Ronnie 
Reich  and  Ya’acov  Bfllig.  Here 
one  can  see  the  broad  paving 
stones  of  a Herodian  street  which 
passed  alongside  the  Temple 
complex.  The  street.  Waisman 
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says,  runs  above  a complex  drain- 
age system,  cut  into  the  rock, 
with  tunnels  1.5  meters  wide  and 
four  meters  deep.  Along  the 
street,  facing  the  Temple  com- 
plex, are  a series  of  shops,  appar- 
ently built  to  serve  the  pilgrims. 

Above,  one  can  see  the  re- 
mains of  Robinson’s  Arch,  which 
supported  a stairway  going  up  to 
the  Temple;  below,  one  can  see 
that  much  of  the  Herodian  con- 
struction has  fallen,  remaining 
where  it  landed  since  the  fall  of 
Jerusalem  in  70  CE.  In  fact, 
Waisman  relates,  the  archeolo- 
gists found  a layer  of  dirt  and 
debris,  about  five  centimeters 
thick,  between  the  street  and  the 
fallen  stones.  This  debris,  he 
says,  is  evidence  of  the  deteriora- 
tion of  services  just  prior  to  the 
destruction.  Normally,  be  notes, 
a street  such  as  this  would  have 
been  swept  daily. 

Nearby,  an  Omayyad  palace  is 
being  reconstructed,  using  the 
same  Herodian  building  blocks 
which  the  Omayyads  used  for 
their  construction.  As  one  walks 
through  the  excavations,  one  can 
see  stones  with  Jewish  symbols 
and  the  base  of  a column  used  to 
construct  a wall. 

Crossing  through  the  wall  of 


the  Old  Gty,  one  comes  upon  the 
monumental  splendor  of  the 
Hulda  Gate  to  the  Temple 
Mount.  It  was  here  that  the 
priests  entered  the  Temple 
complex. 

Further  on,  one  comes  to  a 
vantage  point  with  a view  of  Ab- 
salom's Pillar  - the  so-called 
tomb  of  Absalom,  the  son  of  Da- 
vid - which  scholars  believe  is  the 
resting  place  of  a wealthy  Helle- 
nistic Jewish  family.  To  the  sooth 
stretches  the  Ophel  and  the  City 
of  David,  where  archeologists 
have  uncovered  homes  and  walls 
from  the  First  Temple  period. 

The  tours  of  the  area  are  to  be 
from  October  10  to  October  13, 
beginning  at  the  Dung  Gate. 
There  are  to  be  tours  at  10. 12:30 
and  3,  with  the  12:30  tour  going 
to  Hezekiah’s  Tunnel  and  the 
Gty  of  David.  At  3,  visitors  are 
assured  of  a tour  in  English,  but 
Waisman  added  that  several  of 
the  guides  speak  English  and  if 
there  is  a large  group  of  English- 
speakeis  a tour  in  English  can  be 
arranged  for  them  at  other  times. 

Although  everyone  who  shows 
up  at  the  given  times  is  assured  of 
a tour.  Waisman  said  it  would  be 
a good  idea  for  large  groups  to 
call  in  advance  (tel.  02-292611/ 
22).  The  tour  costs  NIS  25,  with 
discounts  for  SPN1  members  and 
a special  price  of  NIS  60  for  a 
family  with  two  adults  and  up  to 
three  children.

But  the  greatest  challenge  fac- 
ing restorers  is  a confluence  of 
streams  below  the  Colosseum's 
foundations,  which  originally 
formed  a natural  lake  there  and 
which  the  Emperor  Nero  used  to 
make  the  stagna,  or  swimming 
pool,  of  his  palace,  the  Domus 
Aorea.

• Blit  most  Of  all  Hammer  W3S 
infuriated  by  the  premature  leak- 
ing of  his  proposal  to  the  media 
before  be  had  completed  tbe 
preparations. 

The  leak,  like  most  leaks,  was 
not  accidental.  The  question  is  - 
was  the  leak  fair-enough  political 
warfare  from  the  government 
ride,  or  stab-in-the-back  sabo- 
tage from  the  opposition  side,  to 
which  Hammer  was  trying  to  sell 
the  referendum  idea? 

Political  pundits  merely  credit 
something  they  call  “political  in- 
telligence” for  their  information. 
'But  they  say  the  leakers  realized 
it  could  serve  as  a convenient 
prod  for  Arafat  impressing  on 
him  that  such  a referendum  may 
do  him  and  the  agreement  no 
good  at  all.  In  other  words,  burry 
up  Yasser  and  dig  Oslo  2 out  of 
the  Tabu  sand. 

The  pundits  brushed  away  a 
mock  tear.  How  sad  it  would  be 
for  the  NRP  if  its  bright  idea, 
kneaded  to  block  the  peace  pro- 
cess, was  used  to  speed  it  up. 

NO.  2 PROD 

The  whisper  in  Labor  corridors 
is  that  the  idea  to  reserve  Foreign 
Minister  Shimon  Peres’s  No.  2 
slot  on  the  party  Knesset  list  was 
hatched  as  a trick  on  Arafat. 


Tbe  FLO  leader  was  meant  to 
read  the  signal  as  “pull  your 
socks  up  and  settle  the  deal  with 
Rabin  and  Peres,  before  the  two 
declare  all-out  war  on  one  anoth- 
er and  split  Labor  apart  in  vicious 
primaries.” 

Should  this  happen,  Arafat  can 
kiss  .the  Oslo  agreement  good- 
bye.

Boston  wins  AL  East  Division  title 


BOSTON  (AP)  - The  Boston 
Red  Sox  clinched  their  first  AL 
East  title  since  1990  Wednesday 
night  as  Jose  Canseco's  broken' 
bai  single  in  the  seventh  inning 
drove  in  the  go-ahead  run  in  a 3-2 
win  over  the  Milwaukee  Brewers. 

Canseco  boned  down  the  fust' 
base  line  with  his  bat  handle  in  his 
hand  as  the  hard  grounder  rolled 
into  left  field,  scoring  Luis  Ali- 
cea. As  Mo  Vaughn  reached  sec- 
ond, he  pumped  his  fist 

The  Red  Sox  have  held  first 
place  by  themselves  since  May  13 
and  built  a 16-game  lead  August 
28.  But  they've  had  trouble  lock- 
ing up  the  division.  They  went  3-7 
on  a recent  toad  trip. 

The  last  two  times  Boston  won 
the  AL  East  title,  in  1988  and 
1990,  it  was  swept  by  Oakland  in 
the  AL  championship  series. 

Rheal  Cormier  (7-5)  pitched 
two  perfect  innings  in  relief  of 


Erik  Hanson,  who  worked  five 
hitless  innings  but  left  the  game 
after  the  sixth  in  which  he  was  hit 
on  the  right  leg  with  a liner.  Ride 
Aguilera  pitched  the  ninth  for  his 
31st  save.

PnrSBURGH  (AP)  - The  Pitts- 
burgh Pirates  are  leaving  town 
for  a road,  trip  unlike  any  other  in 
die  club’s  109-season  history. 

Nobody  knows  if  they’re  com- 
ing bade. 

Debt-laden  and  desperate  for 
new  owners,  the  Pirates  played 
their  final  home  pmft  of  the  sea- 
son by  losing  to  St  Louis  9-3 
Wednesday  night.  What  the  fans 
don't  know  is  if,  in  addition  to  the 
game,  they  also  lost  their  team. 

“I  thmlr  this  is  the  inct  game,  I 
do,”  said  Laurel  Mundorff  of 
Forest  Hills.  “Pm  not  a baseball 
fan,  but  1 think  it  would  be  bad 
for  foe  city  to  lose  the  Pirates.  It 
would  be  bad  far  the  economy, 
and  the  spirit  of  foe  city.”

Reversing  the  recent  trend  of 
three  straight  defeats  in  Davis 
Cup  for  Israel  - against  the  Czech 
Republic,  Belgium  and  Norway  - 
Israel  is  now  almost  assured  of 
victory  in  toe  tie. 

With  Eyal  Ran  earning  Israel’s

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Airport  refueling 
workers  resume  work 


THE  workers  of  Flight  Services, 
the  company  that  refuels  airplanes 
at  Ben-Gurion  Airport,  returned 
to  work  yesterday  morning  follow- 
ing a four-day  strike,  after  an 
agreement  was  readied  between 
the  Histadrut  and  the  company’s 
management  at  dawn. 

After  marathon  negotiations  at 
Histadrut  headquarters  through- 
out the  night.  Flight  Services'  man- 
agement accepted  the  document 
of  principles  drawn  up  by  the  His- 
tadrut and  striking  workers’  union, 
and  will  now  begin  negotiating  a 
new  work  agreement.  The  previ- 
ous one  expired  in  1989. 

According  to  the  document, 
the  ongoing  court  debate  about 
the  workers'  demands  from  1988

to  1990  will  continue,  while  a new 
wage  agreement  will  be  signed 
for  the  years  1991  to  1995. 

Then  a new  wage  agreement 
will  be  negotiated  for  the  years

pany in  the  coming  years,  Hista- 
drut trade  onion  chairman  Amir 
Peretz  said  yesterday. 

The  strike  caused  disruptions 
in  service  and  losses  to  the  air- 
lines. Airplanes  had  to  land  in 
other  airports  for  refueling,  thus 
delaying  the  flights  for  horns, 
causing  problems  with  connect- 
ing flights  and  raising  the  opera- 
tion costs.  The  foreign  airlines 


often  had  to  transport  passengers 
on  delayed  flights  to  town,  put 
them  up  in  hotels  and  pay  for 
their  accommodation  and  meals. 

El  Al,  which  operates  45%  of 
the  flights  in  Israel,  suffered  the 
worst  damages,  estimated  at  sev- 
eral millions  of  dollars.  The  com- 
pany bad  to  use  jumbo  jets  to  fly 
extra  fuel  to  interim  stops  outside 
Israel  to  refuel  El  Al  aircraft,  air- 
line sources  said. 

None  of  the  airiines,  including 
El  Al,  revealed  the  exact  scope  of 
the  damages  incurred  by  the 
strike,  "because  we  have  to  contin- 
ue operating  in  Ben-Gurion  Air- 
port and  we  don’t  want  to  spoil  oar 
future  relations  with  the  refueling 
workers.”  one  source  said.

Abeid  returns  to  court  for  retrial  in  Kikos  murder 


TEN  months  after  being  convicted  of  mur- 
dering Ofakim  teenager  Hanit  Kikos,  Su- 
leiman Abeid  returned  to  Beersheba  Dis- 
trict Court  yesterday  simply  as  an  accused, 
and  once  again  faced  the  panel  of  judges 
who  sentenced  him  to  life  imprisonment. 

Earlier  this  month,  the  Supreme  Court 
canceled  his  conviction  and  ordered  him 
retried,  after  Kikos’s  body  was  discovered  in 
a drainage  hole,  in  a spot  different  from 
where  Abeid  said  he  had  dumped  the  body.

Dressed  in  brown  pants  and  a black  T- 
shirt,  Abeid  looked  buoyant  as  he  walked 
into  court.  He  waved  and  blew  kisses  to  his 
wife  Miriam  and  members  of  his  family, 
and  said  as  he  entered  the  building:  ‘Til 
tell  the  judges  I’m  innocent,  that  they  rail- 
roaded me.  I believe  justice  will  be  done.”
